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We are glad to see that Lieut. Col. F. S. Dodge, Dep- 
uty Paymaster General, U.S.A., Chief Paymaster De- 
partment of the East, has this year renewed his pre- 
vious recommendation that the allowance for officers’ 
quarters should be increased and that Major General 
Chaffee has approved the recommendation, as Major Gen- 
eral Brooke did that of last year. Colonel Dodge recom- 
mends that the allowance of rooms be increased so as to 
give a second lieutenant two rooms, and each additional 
grade an additional room over the grade below. This 
would make the commutation allowance of a brigadier 
general $96 instead of $60 per month. “I do not know,” 
he says in his report, “when the present allowance of 
rooms was established, but I find the table showing the 
number of rooms allowed to officers, from the major gen- 
eral down, in the Regulations of 1861 to be identical with 
the corresponding table in the Regulations of 1901; there 
has been no change then in this respect for the last forty 
years. The commutation allowance of $12 per room was 
established by act of Congress, approved June 17, 1876, 
previous to which time the rate seems to have been fixed 
by the Seeretary of War. (A.R. 1030, 1861.) During 
or near the close of the Civil War this rate was raised 
to $18 per room, which remained in force until the pas- 
sage of the act above cited. The prevailing rates of pay 
for officers of the Army were fixed by the act of Con- 
gress, approved July 15, 1870. There has, therefore, 
heen no increase in pay for thirty-three years, while, as 
shown above, the rate of commutation of quarters has ac- 
tually been reduced one third during that period, and at 
ihe same time the cost of living, especially in the matter 

rents, has been enormously increased. In the table 
above referred to the allowance of a major general is six 
rooms or $72 per month. This seems to me altogether 
inadequate, for it would not pay the rent of a decent flat 
in New York or any of our large cities; a house would 
le entirely out of the question. Under the above propo- 
sition his allowance of rooms would be nine and the 
monthly commutation therefore $108. Could a satisfac- 
tory residence in any city where he is likely to be sta- 
tioned be secured for less?’ We learn that the recom- 
mendation of Colonel Dodge has been presented to the 
General Staff and is under consideration. It certainly 
meets with general favor among officers of the Army.

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In a communication on another page Lieut. Col. James 
Iorker, A.G., U.S.A., replies to our criticism of Sept. 
“4; upon the article he published in the North American 


Keview. He describes our criticism as “originating in 
surces hostile to a supervision of the militia by the 
National Government.” It is fortunate for his reputa- 
tion that Colonel Parker is much better informed on 
other subjects than he is as to the origin of articles ap- 
paring in these columns. The one he criticised was 
written by the editor of the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL 
who has had a larger and more varied experience with 
the National Guard than even Colonel Parker himself, 
und is now, as he always has been, in favor of a super- 
vision of the militia by the National Government. Where 
does Colonel Parker find evidence to the contrary, and 
where does he find warrant for his very uncompliment- 
ry suggestions as to the origin of opinions expressed in 

ese columns? As to what is said in reply to our 

‘viticism, it is in the nature of a “confession and avoid- 
nee.” Admitting that it will be impossible to obtain 
ithin the period named, viz., twenty-four hours, 115,- 

0 militiamen answering the physical requirements of 
the Regular Service, Colonel Parker makes what seems 
/ us a singular suggestion, coming from an Army offi- 

cer, and that is that under these circumstances_the law 
should be ignored when circumstances appear to require 
Undue stress is laid upon the pension feature of 


our remarks. It is not primarily because a man physi- 
cally incompetent is a prospective pensioner that he is 
not wanted in the military service, but because he is an 
immediate nuisance. So good a soldier as Colonel Parker 
must perfectly understand that men on sick report are 
worse than useless in a campaign, and that he had far 
better reduce his 115,000 men by weeding out the in- 
competents than take the whole of them as they come. 
What this country needs is not men in uniform, but 
scldiers; men fit for service physically, as well as in 
other respects. So far as the new militia law tends to 
produce soldiers, it is in every way to be commended, 
but to smooth over its necessary requirements to make 
things easy for men who are out of place in military 
service is to create a show of strength as delusive in its 
way as that noble array of 8,567,258 “men available for 
military duty” which formerly appeared in the Army 
Register in the enumeration of our military forces. 


Now that Mr. Squires, United States Minister to Cuba, 
has been instructed to exchange ratifications with the 
Cuban Government of the treaty whereby the United 
States acquires sites for two naval stations on the Cuban 
coast, it is likely that the work of construction on the 
stations will begin at an early day. The need of these 
stations—one of which will be located at Bahia Honda 
on the north coast, the other at Guantanamo on the 
south coast, of Cuba—is constantly increasing. It is 
evident from the increase of American influence in the 
West Indies and from the increasing likelihood of the 
construction of an isthmian canal, that the United 
States will have to maintain a permanent naval force of 
considerable extent in the Caribbean Sea, and these 
changed conditions require that our warships shall have 
within easy reach adequate stores of coal and other sup- 
plies, as well as means of making minor repairs. For 
these reasons the construction of the projected stations 
in Cuba should be carried to completion as speedily as 
possible, and we cannot doubt that when the urgency of 
the matter is placed before Congress the money required 
for that purpose will be voted without needless delay. 
The development of these stations is also important in 
that it will bring up for practical treatment the vexa- 
tious question as to how these and our other naval out- 
posts shall be defended—that is, wletler by the Army or 
Navy. This, indeed, is one of the momentous problems 
involved in the establishment of a world-encircling chain 
of United States naval bases—momentous for the reagon 
that it will require a permanent force of perhaps 15,000 
men to garrison these stations. It is a question, more- 
ever, which is bound to press more and more urgently 
for adjustment from this time forward. 
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Another illustration of the dog-in-the-manger policy of 
the trades unions regarding men engaged in Government 
work appears in the attitude of the Central Labor 
Union of Philadelphia concerning the employment of 
Chinese as laundrymen on United States warships. At 
a meeting of the union on Oct 10, a member called at- 
tention to the fact that several Chinamen had been en- 
listed as laundrymen on certain naval vessels at League 
Island Navy Yard, and added with a fine show of in- 
dignation: ‘An American born would have no show 
should he apply for the position. It is an outrage that 
the Government tolerates such a practice. It should be 
stopped, and every union man in the United States 
should protest against the continuance of the practice.” 
All of which is clap-trap of the most contemptible variety. 
If there are capable American laundrymen willing to 
enlist and serve as such they have equal opportunities 
with the Chinese in obtaining employment in the Navy. 
But the trouble with the American is that he doesn’t 
want to be a laundryman, and not only that, but he 
doesn’t want the Chinaman to be a laundryman. The 
spectacle of a lot of deep-chested trades unionists de- 
nouncing the Government for employing a Chinaman to do 
work which they wont do themselves is about as striking 
an exhibition of petty prejudice and bigotry as one can 











imagine. 
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We understand that the forthcoming comment of the 
Secretary of the Navy on the protest of Paymaster Harry 
E. Biscoe at the action of Rear Admiral Robley D. 
Evans, in arraigning the court of which Paymaster Biscoe 
was a member for its sentence in the case of Asst. Paym. 
Rishworth Nicholson, will be, the result of a thorough 
study of the whole question of courts-martial and the 
proper jurisdiction of the reviewing authority. Inci- 
dentally, the remarks will show very clearly what the 
Secretary thinks as to the wisdom of Rear Admiral 
Evans’s review and the justice of his contention. The 
endorsement of the Bureau of Navigation is not signed 
by Rear Admiral Henry C. Taylor, who is a brother-in- 
law of Rear Admiral Evans, but by Comdr. C. McR. 
Winslow, Acting Chief cf the Bureau, though it weets 
with the approval of Admiral Taylor. The action of 
Admiral Evans, it is also stated, meets with the approval 
of the President.

The War Department has finally received the reports 
of the examining board which recently has been in ses- 
sion at the Army Medical Museum in Washington ex- 
amining candidates for commissions as assistant surgeons 
with the rank of first lieutenant in the Army. Only 
five of the twenty-odd candidates who reported for the 
examination qualified for commissions, but two of those 


who qualified at the examination held last spring and 
who, for various reasons were not at that time ready to 
accept their commissions, have now asked to be commis- 
sioned. The two who enter the Medical Department from 
the examination of last spring are Doctors Theodore 
Lampson, of Massachusetts, and Craig R. Snyder, of 
Chicago, Ill. Those who qualified at the recent examina- 
tion, arranged in the order in which they passed, follow:: 
Ernest G. Bingham, of Alabama; James D. Heysinger, 
Pennsylvania; John B. Huggins, New York; Edgar W. 
Miller, lowa, and William H. Tefft, New York. With 
the appointment of these seven candidates there are stil! 
eighteen vacancies remaing in the Medical Department 
of the Army. Another examination will be held in Wash- 
ington next May. The seven young doctors named above 
will soon begin upon their course of study at the Army 
Medical School.

Recurring to the annual report of the Surgeon Generai 
of the Army, a synopsis of which was given in these 
columns last week, it is interesting to note that the men 
who presented themselves for examination as recruits 
showed a high average of physical excellence. The can- 
didates examined numbered 45,218, of whom 30,176, or 
almost exactly two-thirds, were accepted. Of 42,183 
white men 27,790 were accepted, and of 3,035 colored men, 
2,386 were accepted. Out of every thousand of accepted 
men an average of 781.05 were born in the United States, 
64.76 in British territory, 42.25 in Germany, and 8.79 
in Norway and Sweden. LHighteen American Indians 
were examined, fourteen of whom were enlisted as 
scouts. Partial reports from the Philippines show that 
during the year 736 native Malays were examined for 
enlistment in the Philippine Scouts and that all but 
twenty were accepted—a record which is highly sug- 
gestive of the Philippine physique. Taking the examin- 
ations in the United States, it appears as usual that the 
greatest number of rejections were for defects of phy- 
sique, while diseases of the eye, diseases of the genito- 
urinary system, venereal diseases, and hernia caused the 
next largest percentage of rejections in the order named,

More extensive than was expected by Rear Admiral 
Charles Rae, Engineer-in-Chief of the Navy, will be the 
work of the board which has been ordered for the pur- 
pose of recommending the proper course of training 
which line officers who are to do engineer duty should be 
required to take. The board, of which Capt. George A. 
Converse is presideut, held its first meeting in New York 
two weeks ago. A quick review of the work before them 
convinced its members that its duty was to give very 
long and careful consideration to such a plan before 
submitting a report, for the reason that upon the success 
or failure of the scheme proposed in this, report will de- 
pend the decision of the all-important question whether 
there should be re-established an Engineer Corps in the 
Navy. It is therefore probable that the board will not 
complete its work before the end of the present -year. 
Rear Admiral Rae desires that they shall not approacn 
the matter hastily or reach a hurried conclusion upon 
any phase of the subject. The board will continue its 
sessions in Washington, where the commodious board 
room of the Bureau of Steam Engineering in the Mills 
building will be available for its meetings.

The Dahlgren, it appears, was more severely injured 
by the Shark than was at first supposed, in fact so grave 
were the injuries that it was held to be hazardous to 
proceed to any other port for the repairs required in con- 
sequence of the collision. The Dahlgren has been docked 
at Greenport, L.I. 
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There is a growing spirit of lawlessness in Porto Kico 
which, unless promptly and permanently suppressed, will 
seriously retard the development of the agricultural and 
commercial interests of the island. The latest and most 
significant manifestation of this spirit occurred in the 
city of San Juan on Oct. 11, when the anti-American, 
socialist and anarchist elements organized a demonstra- 
tion against the civil administration. The program in- 
cluded a parade in which many marchers carried red and 
black flags, while others bore the American flag draped 
in black. The paraders became cisordérly and were or- 
dered to disperse, whereupon they sitacked the police 
with the result that a dozen rioters were beaten and four 
policemen painfully hurt. Seven of the rioters, who de- 
scribed themselves as labor leaders, were subsequently 
convicted of riotous conduct and sentenced to six months’ 
imprisonment. Later a mass meeting was held to protest 
against the action of the authorities, and several of the 
speakers urged the mob to resort to bloodshed if neces- 
sary to accomplish its purpose. It is interesting to note 
that the most violent of the speakers at this meeting was 
one Condé, a self-proclaimed anarchist who was recently 
tried for insulting the American flag and acquitted, not 
because there was any doubt as to his offense, but solely 
because there was no law to punish it. American resi- 
dents and loyal natives of Porto Rico are reported as 
highly incensed at the insults which have been thrust 
upon the Stars and Stripes, and they well may be. Noth- 
ing could be more perilous to their interests, nothing 
could do so much to impair law and order in the island 
than to allow the unruly elements of the population to 
get the notion that they might insult the American flag 
with impunity. Under the firm but just policy main- 
tained by the military authorities, peace was secure, life 
and property were amply protected and respect for law 
and order became almost universal. But with the advent 
of civil government there was an ill-advised relaxation 
of the strict methods of administration enforced by the 
Army, and the result has been a marked increase of 
disorder, a declining respect for established authority and 
a lessened degree of security for public and private in- 
terests. In a word, conditions in Porto Rico are less 
favorable to-day than they were under military rule, dur- 
ing which an affair like that of Oct. 11 at San Juan 
would have been almost impossible. 


Governor Hunt, the present Chief Executive of Porto 
Rico, quite naturally holds a more sanguine view of the 
situation than has been expressed in the preceding para- 
graph. In an article in the New York Independent he 
contends that three years of civil rule “strengthens the 
belief” that the United States can successfully carry on 
an American government in Porto Rico, but it must be 
admitted that the expression quoted lacks the tone of 
positive conviction. He declares that substantial pro- 
gress has been made in establishing political rights, free 
education, just taxation and wise criminal laws. The 
courts, he declares, are generally respected, and that 
crime goes unpunished much less frequently than for- 
merly. He continues: “Law and order exist. Excep- 
tional instances have occurred, and will. Socialism may 
crop out to a limited extent. But a better sentiment 
for peace and quiet is strong. In the natural order of 
things a few will regard their present liberty as license, 
but such obstacles are an inevitable part of the whole 
task. There is no doubt of successfully working through 
them.” We earnestly hope that Governor Hunt’s rosy 
expectations with regard to civil progress in Porto Rico 
may be fully realized, and as an aid to that end we beg 
to suggest the importance of impressing upon the island- 
ers the necessity of unquestioning obedience to consti- 
tutional authority and of unfailing respect for the 
American flag. Those conditions are fundamental in the 
whole structure of popular institutions according to 
American ideals, and if they are neglected, as they appear 
to have been in various instances during Governor 
Hunt’s administration, the superstructure will be in- 
glorious and insecure. 
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The maneuvering grounds at West Point, Ky., occu- 
pied during the last two weeks by the division under 
Major General Bates, appear to have made a_ very 
favorable impression upon those taking part in the ma- 
neuvers and an attempt will be made during the next 
of Congress to secure their purchase by the 
Government. Congressman Swagar Sherley of Louis- 
ville, Ky., who conferred with General Bates, Colonel 
Wagner and other oflicers concerning their opinion of the 
site, confidently expects that a favorable report on this 
site will be made to the War Department. “A_per- 
manent Army post so close to Louisville will be of great 
benefit to the city,” said Mr. Sherley, “and if hard work 
counts for anything, I am of the opinion that we can 
secure its establishment here. I propose to do every- 
thing in my power to have the War Department decide 
on West Point.” The site is in the Congressional district 
of Hon, D. H. Smith, of Kentucky, and he will intro- 
duce a bill for the purchase of 30,000 acres of land 
around Howard, Ky., for a permanent training ground 
for the United States Army and the State Militia. The 
price put upon the land, when options for it were ob- 
tained, will have to be reduced to a reasonable figure 
before the Government is likely to entertain a proposi- 
tion for its purchase. Brig. Gen. Tasker H. Bliss, U.S.A., 
is reported as saying in this connection: “There is no 
doubt that the maneuvers will be most profitable to the 
militia. In all cases the troops have made a most ex- 


session 


cellent showing, and I am greatly pleased with the re- 
sults that have been accomplished. It will naturally fol- 
low that great profit in the matter of efficiency will 
come to the State troops, as many of them were given 
the first idea they ever had of the method of real war. 
As to the grounds being made a permanent training site, 
I should say that there is no better way to educate the 
militia for effective service in actual war, and while it 
is largely a matter of circumstances what the Govern- 
ment’s eventual action will be, the place is admirably 
adapted for the purpose.” General Bliss adds that 
“the troops all left camp in excellent shape, and had 
not the inadequate track facilities taken up more than 
the time allowed for loading, we would have gone out of 
camp on the minute. I shall probably remain here until 
to-morrow, and then I shall go back to Washington, 
where my duties in the college of instruction demand my 
attention. I shall not go to Fort Riley.”

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A local paper of Erie, Pa., says: “If John Schoen- 
bein, the young fellow implicated with Carrick and 
Wiltz in the larceny of a quantity of copper wire, will 
enlist in the Navy, sentence will be suspended. But 
John must make good his assertion that he would enter 
the service of Uncle Sam within a stated period.” Evi- 
dently the judge, Emory A. Walling, is not familiar 
with the strict requirements an applicant must con- 
form to before he can enlist as a man or boy in the 
U.S. Navy. Schoenbein made good his promise to the 
judge and presented himself on board the U.S.S. Michi- 
gan the next morning for enlistment, where he was 
promptly rejected and put ashore by the recruiting ofli- 
cer. It is not to be supposed that Judge Walling in- 
tended any disrespect towards Uncle Sam’s ancient and 
henorable naval service and for his information and 
tat of other court and police court judges we quote 
the following requirements governing the enlistment of 
men and boys in the U.S. naval service: “Applicants 
for enlistment must be American citizens, native or 
paturalized, and must be able to read and write Eng- 
lish, and must furnish recommendations as to character 
frem pastor or employer. Applicants who have been 
convicted of crime or are known to be of bad character 
shall not be enlisted. Boys between the ages of fifteen 
und seventeen years may, with the consent of their 
parents or guardians, be enlisted to serve in the Navy 
until they shall arrive at the age of twenty-one years. 
Parents and guardians are warned that the Navy is not 
a reform institution. Boys whose conduct is unsatis- 
factory will be promptly discharged from the naval 
service as undesirable. No insane or intoxicated per- 
son, and no deserter from the naval or military service 
can be enlisted.” These regulations are strictly en- 
forced m both the Navy and the Army. The Navy 
never was and is not now a reformatory for criminals 
and law-breakers, and the public should not be misled 
a; to this, for it prevents men and boys of good char- 
acter from enlisting. Few employments in civil life 
offer better opportunities for advancemefit than our 
modern up-to-date naval service. If young men and 
boys of good character, energy and ambition will enlist 
and continue in the Service, as they would in any other 
employment, they will be provided for life and in old 
age when retired. 
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In spite of the fact that John Dowd, an enlisted man 
ot Company A, 9th U.S. Inf., who, while on sentry 
duty at Allegheny Arsenal recently shot and fatally 
wounded a suspected thief who disobeyed the command 
to halt, has been acquitted by a court-martial, which 
tried him on a charge of manslaughter, he will have to 
submit to the hardship of a trial by the civil authorities 
on an indictment arising from the same act. Press des- 
patches also state that Lieut. Ralph W. Drury, 9th U.S. 
Inf., commanding the arsenal, will also be placed on trial 
tur complicity in the killing, it having been testified by 
two women witnesses at the coroner’s inquest that they 
heard him give Dowd the command to shoot. Lieutenant 
Drury’s own testimony was that he was not within 150 
yards of the spot where the shooting occurred, that he 
did not see the fatal shot fired and that he gave no com- 
mand to Private Dowd. While the action of the civil 
authorities will subject Lieutenant Drury and Private 
Dowd to great inconvenience and expense, there can 
be little doubt as to the outcome. The court-martial that 
tried and acquitted Dowd made a searching investigation 
of all the circumstances attending the shooting, and its 
verdict that the act of the defendant was justifiable re- 
ceived the full approval of the reviewing authority, Major 
General Chaffee, who is exceptionally vigilant in scru- 
tinizing the records of such proceedings. The acquittal 
of Dowd by a tribunal composed of officers of high char- 
acter and intelligence, and the confirmation of that ver- 
dict by General Chaffee, will be regarded by fair minded 
men as final, so far as the question of culpability is in- 
volved, and we believe it will be ratified by the civil courts, 
Meanwhile, Lieutenant Drury and Private Dowd have 
given bail in $5,000 each, and when they appear for trial 
their defense will be conducted by the United States 
District Attorney at Pittsburg.

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Included in the list of resolutions presented at a meet- 
ing of the joint board on National Rifle Contests in 
Washington, Oct. 6, and referred to the committee on 
Rules and Regulations, was the following: ‘Resolved, 
that no shooting competitor, who has been a member of 
a team winning the National trophy, shall again be per- 
mitted to shoot on any team competing for the National 








trophy.” This excited considerable comment among New 
York National Guardsmen, and the earnest hope is ey. 
pressed that it will not be adopted. It is claimed that 
such a resolution, besides being aimed directly at them, 
will be detrimental to the interests of National ritie 
shooting generally. It is held that it would be a proper 
rule to bar a certain number of men from a winning 
team, say for two years, but to bar out an entire team 
forever is certainly an extreme rule. With it in force 
the best shots would not win the trophy, and it is only 
a question of time when under such conditions interest jp 
the contest for it would flag. What would result if the 
winners in other contests of sport were barred from ever 
competing again? It is only by striving to beat the best 
in the field that the best results are obtained. It is re. 
gretted that the recent meeting of the board was not more 
of a representative one, as over half its members were 
absent, and only four officers representing the Nativna!

While there has been no intimation that the Philip- 
pine policy of the Government will be in any way modi- 
fied by the appointment of Governor Taft as Secretary 
of War, now in prospect, the belief prevails in Manila 
that it will be followed by results of great benefit to the 
islands. It is freely admitted that business interests jn 
the Philippines have not flourished under American ru'e 
as everybody thought they would, and the disappoint. 
ment of this expectation is justly or unjustly charged to 
the insular policy dictated from Washington. It is con- 
tended in Manila that Governor Taft is not really re- 
sponsible for this policy, but that he has simply followed 
the lines marked out for him by Secretary Root. “The 
conciliatory policy instead of the strong arm,” says the 
Manila Sunday Sun, “amnesty proclamations, instead of 
the gallows for the perpetrators of atrocious murders: 
the substitution of natives for American clerks and me- 
chanics—all these things and more, have been incorrectly 
exploited as the policy of the Civil Governor.” So far 
as the Philippines are concerned, therefore, the unfold- 
ing of Judge Taft’s policy as Secretary of War will be 
awaited with eager interest. The Sun confidently pre- 
dicts that it will insure an era of prosperity for the 
islands and adds: “Mr. Taft has the best interests of 
the Philippines at heart. He has remained here at a 
considerable sacrifice to himself, both in health and in 
political prospects. He understands the needs of the 
islands—he knows well the manifold disadvantages under 
which we are laboring, and we believe he will do his best 
in his new capacity to make for the betterment of things 
here. He will be in a position to do more for us in 
Washington than if he should remain here; and the good 
Lord knows we need a man near the throne.” 





Rear Admiral Charles S. Cotton, U.S.N., commanding 
the European Squadron, has sent a cable message to the 
Navy Department from Beirut, which still further proves 
the wisdom of the Government in sending him to that 
port. It is in effect that the new Governor General ot 
Beirut, who was appointed on Admiral Cotton’s demand, 
has formally announced that he has received peremptory 
orders from the Sultan of ‘Turkey to preserve peace and 
order in Beirut, to enforce the laws impartially and to 
afford the fullest protection for the lives and property 
of Christian residents. On the strength of this report, 
together with Admiral Cotton’s accompanying statement 
that orderly conditions prevail in Beirut, it is probable 
that the Sultan will shortly renew his request for the 
withdrawal of the American warships from Turkish 
waters. That, however, is a question that will be set- 
tled in Washington, not in Constantinople.

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An echo of the deplorable Schley-Sampson controversy 
has arisen from the present United States Senatoria! 
contest in Maryland. Among the candidates for the 
senatorship is Hon. Isidor Rayner, who appeared as 
chief counsel for Admiral Schley before the famous 
Court of Inquiry. In a public statement defining his 
candidacy Mr. Rayner, after remarking that certain of 
his supporters are disposed to make political use of his 
efforts in behalf of the Admiral, adds: ‘I would deem 
it a special favor if no further mention was made of this 
matter in connection with my candidacy. That cause 
has wound itself around my heart to such an extent that 
I do not want it contaminated by the touch of politics.” 
But in his very next sentence Mr. Rayner says: “I am 
prepared to confess that if I should be permitted to go to 
the Senate of the United States I would make an effort 
to pass a resolution relieving this heroic and self-sacri- 
ticing son of Maryland from the iniquitous judgment of 
the court against him.”

The Chief of Staff having been advised by the Chief 
of Ordnance that the caliber .38 revolver cartridge man- 
ufactured by the Peters Cartridge Company are loaded 
with black powder which has deteriorated since its pur- 
chase, he directs that all post commanders in the De- 
partment of Texas be required to turn in all such am- 
munition to the nearest arsenal, reporting date of ship- 
ment promptly to the Chief of Ordnance of the Army. 

Major Gen. Sir Frederick Maurice is to prepare the 
official history of the late war in South Africa. 
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Capt. Henry Leonard, of the Marine Corps, who has 
been asigned to duty at the White House as a naval 
aide to the President, has reported to Lieut. Col. Thomas 
W. Symons, of the Army, superintendent of public 
buildings and grounds, for duty. His orders for duty in 
the office of the Judge Advocate General of the Navy will 
be revoked and he will continue to be attached to the 
headquarters of the Marine Corps. Lieut. Harry R. 
Lay, Marine Corps, has been asigned to duty in the office 
of the Judge Advocate General of the Navy, and takes 
the place of Major William ©. Dawson, Marine Corps, 


who has been assigned to the Pay Corps of the Marine 
Corps. Captain Leonard, who was relieved as aide to 


General Heywood, when that officer retired on 
Oct. 3, is among the many who distinguished 
themselves in the campaign in China for the relief 


of the Legatioris. At the battle of Tien Tsin Cap- 
tain Leonard, who was then lieutenant and battalion ad- 
jutant with Captain Norton, U.S.N., Surgeon, volun- 
teered to help get two wounded officers off the field, and 
they did it unhurt. Then Leonard started back, just in 
time to fall in with Captain Fuller’s company going in 
to support the 9th U.S. Infantry. Across the awful 
field he went for the third time and had got almost to 
cover when he was hit in the upper left arm, near the 
shoulder. The bullet ranged downward toward the el- 
bow, splintering the bone and severing the artery. There 
was no one on the field then to give Leonard even a first 
aid dressing, and so, with only a handkerchief tied around 
the arm in feeble attempt to form a tourniquet, and with 
a sergeant and a corporal to help him, he started to cross 
the fire-swept field for the fourth time. They ran, and 
every step pumped the blood faster through the severed 
artery. The Chinese marked them and tried their best 
to stop their progress. The order went along the line to 
protect Leonard, and firing carefully and deliberately at 
the loopholes in the wall the men gave the Chinese such 
a warming that for a time they kept close to cover, and 
so Leonard got across and was hauled up the front of the 
mud wall. There was no one to help him but a news- 
paper man, who tied another handkerchief about the arm, 
still bleeding fearfully, and started in with him to the 
hospital. There wasn’t a cart or ‘ricksha that could 
be impressed and not a pony was in sight, so they had 
to walk the long mile and a half every foot of the way.

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In the Horse Show, at Nashville, Tenn., which opened 
on Oct. 6, the principal attraction was, of course, the 
exhibition of Troop C, 7th U.S. Cay., Captain Bell, 
which was the zenith of horsemanship, the acme of the 
soldier’s skill and precision. The display was the high- 
est offering of the cavalryman’s school, a credit and an 
honor to the country. There was a troop drill, rough 
riding and sabre exercises. Every horse in the troop 
is sorrel and of the highest intelligence. Troop C has a 
distinguished record. At the Custer massacre on the 
Little Big Horn in 1874 only seven or eight men came 
out of the engagement alive. In the battle of Wounded 
Knee they lost many men there. Troop C was in Cuba 
for three years, and the 7th Cavalry, of which it is a part, 
had the honor of taking the flag down when the Island of 
Cuba was formally turned over to the Cubans. For 
some time they have been stationed at Chickamauga 
Park, a Government post. Some of the men have inter- 
esting records of service in many lands. Capt. Ola W. 
Bell, in command, has seen hard service in the Philip- 
pines. He is a West Pointer. Second Lieut. John C. 
Montgomery is also a West Pointer. Acting Ist Sergt. 
L. Napier is an Englishman by birth, and saw service in 
the British army. He was wounded by the Boers in the 
first Boer War in 1880-1 at the battle of Majuba Hill. 
He has seen twelve years’ service in the United States 
Army. From Nashville the troop goes to Birmingham. 
Ala., about Oct. 10, where they will remain for ten days, 
after which they will return to the Army post, Chicka- 
mauga Park. 
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On page 107 of our issue of Oct. 3 we quoted a state- 
ment attributed to Gen. W. P. Carlin, in which George 
Dashiell Bayard, killed Oct. 13, 1862, at Fredericksburg, 
Va., was spoken of as a brigadier general in the Confed- 
erate Cavalry. Either General Carlin was incorrectly 
reported, which is probably the case, or his memory 
was at fault. Bayard was a brigadier general of U.S. 
Volunteers and in command of Union Cavalry at the 
time of his death. Brevet Brig. Gen. Horatio G. Gib- 
son, U.S.A., retired, then a captain commanding Horse 
Battery C, 3d Art., was conversing with General Bayard 
when he was killed. Bayard was only twenty-seven 
years old at the time of his death and, during the six 
years following his graduation in 1856, he had passed 
through the various grades from second lieutenant to 
captain of Cavalry, U.S. Army, and had served as colonel 
1st Pennsylvania Volunteer Cavalry, and brigadier gen- 
eral of Volunteers. Previous to the Civil War he had 
been wounded in the face by a poisoned arrow in an 
Indian fight, having been engaged in various affairs 
against the Red Men in the five years following his 
graduation. He lived only fifteen months after his ap- 
pointment to command a volunteer regiment, but in this 
brief time he was in seven serious battles and numerous 
skirmishes. There was no lack of experience for our 
young soldiers in those strenuous days. 

The New York Sunday Herald reports that Oberlin M. 
Carter, when he is released from prison on Nov. 28, will 
devote himself to developing mining properties he has in 
the West. Carter has remained in his cell during his 
leisure hours at the prison, and the greater part of his 
time has been spent in studying. He has had charge of 
the landscape gardening at the institution and is well 
versed in the business. He has kept up his studies of 
civil engineering and is ‘now one of the best civil en- 
gineers in the United States. His knowledge of the law. 
which has been acquired since he was sentenced, is very 
thorough and he has drawn up nearly all of the petitions 
to courts which have been presented in his behalf in three 
years. He has prepared the papers in several casex, 
which have been presented to the courts by other prisoners 
with whom he is associated. Never since he entered the 
prison has he relaxed in his demeanor toward the pri- 
vate soldiers who are serving sentences with him. He has 
given them to understand from the first that he considers 
himself placed by unfortunate circumstances in their 





company, but hoids that this does not make them his 
equal. He is generally respected by the officers and in- 
mates of the penitentiary, although his bearing toward 
the >~ivates has engendered the hatred of a majority of 
them. The Herald credits Carter with the possession 
of nearly a million dollars.

The pessimists have so much to say concerning the 
degeneracy of our National legislature that it is com- 
forting to find Mr. S. W. McCall saying in an article 
on “The Power of the Senate,” in the Atlantic Monthly: 
“I am not one of those who think that the talent in 
public life has declined. I believe it is true that, on the 
whole, even the National Congress for the last ten years 
will compare very favorably with the National Congress 
of any other time in our history. When has the Senate 
had,” asks Mr. McCall, “since the days of Douglas cer- 
tainly a more accomplished debater than Spooner, or 
a more pungent and brilliant speaker then Vest; or 
when has it ever had more tactful and discerning leaders 
than Allison and Aldrich? And the list of striking 
tigures might easily be made longer. The convention 
which framed the Constitution was one of the most 
memorable assemblages of all time. On the other hand, 
there is hardly one so poor to do the latter-day Congress 
reverence. But let any one .nfatuated by the theory 
of modern degeneracy compare the great debate in the 
convention with any of the most important debates in 
Congress in the last decade. In wisdom, in learning, in 
eloquence, and in a rich variety I think the comparison 
will not be to the disadvantage of the modern assembly.” 
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While the failure of Professor Langley’s airship in the 
practical tests to which it was subjected on October 7 
is disappointing to everybody, and to none more keenly 
than to the authorities of the War Department from 


-Whom ike inventor has received material assistance, it 


would be the rankest folly to assume that the results 
demonstrate the impracticability of serial navigation. 
Dr. Langley has already solved two of the great problems 
which he and his associates of the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion encountered at the outset. First, he proved that 
the air would support an inclined moving plane, and 
then he designed an engine so light that its weight could 
be supported by the plane which it drove. The third 
problem was so to balance the plane that it could he 
driven through the air, and this was the problem in- 
volved in the recent trial. The test resulted in failure. 
Yet the possibility of aerial navigation by the methods of 
Professor Langley has by no means been disproved. The 
field is still open. Two of the great fundamental princi- 
pies have been established, and every bird that flies at- 
fords living evidence that the third principle is both 
operative and capable of elucidation. ¥ 


News of the damage suffered by Dry Dock No. 3 at the 
New York Navy Yard during the storm of Oct. 9 has 
reached the Navy Department in a report from Capt. 
Thomas Perry, commanding, in which he says: “I have 
the honor to report that during the heavy rain storm yes- 
terday (Oct. 9) Dry Dock No. 3 was injured, the altars 
being bulged out at two places located about three-quar- 
ters of the way down from the top of the dock and abreast 
of the position where the pow of the Massachusetts rests 
within the dock. There is one bulged place on the west- 
ern side, another on the eastern side, about opposite each 
other, the western side being the more serious. These 
bulges were caused by the rainwater behind the altars 
collecting in such quantities as to make sufficient pres- 
sure to do the damage. I have ordered the board to in- 
vestigate and report on the damage done, its cost, and to 
make an estimate of amount needed for repair. ‘The 
damaged places have been secured temporarily by plac- 
ing shores from the altars to the Massachusetts.” It 
was feared for a time that the Massachusetts, which is 
being repaired in this dock, would be greatly injured 
and advices received at the Navy Department indicate 
that this disaster was narrowly escaped.

Major Gen. J. C. Bates, U.S.A., commanding the De- 
partment of the Lakes, in reviewing the proceedings in 
the case of Pyt. Peter D. Ruble, Troop I, 3d Cav., who 
was tried. at Fort Wayne, Mich., and found not 
guilty of desertion, but guilty of absence without leave, 
and sentenced to hard labor for two months and to 
forfeit $30 of his pay, says: “In the foregoing case the 
record fails to show that the accused was given an op- 
portunity to enter his plea. The pages of the record are 
not numbered and the sentence is carelessly written. On 
account of the early departure of the officers of this 
court from their present station to engage in the ma- 
neuvers at West Point, Ky., it is deemed impracticable 
to reconvene the court for revision of the record and the 
sentence is therefore disapproved. Both the judge advocate 
and the court are responsible for this miscarriage of jus- 
tice, Private Ruble will be returned to duty.”

the foregoing case the court, after the accused 
guilty of one of the most serious offenses that a soldier 
can commit, adjudged an entirely inadequate sentence. 
It is the duty of a court-martial to award a sentence com- 
mensurate with the offense. The court may then, if it 
so desires, recommend the offender to clemency. In this 
case there appear to have been no mitigating circum- 
stances whatever. As it is now impracticable to recon- 


vene the court for reconsideration of sen and in 
order to prevent the -accused from escaping all punish- 
ment, the sentence is approved and will be duly exe- 


cuted.”

Experiments looking toward the perfecting of wireless 
telegraphy are now being made in the neighborhood of 
Boston on the shores of a little body of water known 
now as Crystal Pond, but until within a short time called 
Baptist Pond by reason of its proximity to a Baptist 
church. The object of these experiments is to learn the 
value of an apparatus devised to determine the direction 
from which the mamas comes. This apparatus, which 
consists of copper half cylinders four feet long by two, 
wired and connected with batteries like the usual Mar- 
conigraph, are not placed on top of a mast, but designed 
to rest on the shore level or the ship’s deck. ‘The ex- 
periments are being conducted by the Government with 
a view to — the invention, if the test proves its 
value, on the men-of-war now equipped with the Mar- 
coni instruments.

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The custom’s report of the Philippines for the fiscal 
year 1903, published in Manila Oct. 5, shows that the 
finances of the islands are in excellent condition. The 
balance of trade against the islands, which was in 1902 
$8,686,193, has been changed into a balance in their favor 
of $530,180. There has been a rapid departure of Mexi- 
can silver coin since the introduction of the new cur- 
rency authorized by Congress. The total trade with 
the United States for the fiscal year 1902-3 was $6,065,017 
greater than that for 1901-2. The Philippine Commis- 
sion believes that this report indicates a tremendous ex- 
pansion of trade in the near future.

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THE KENTUCKY MANBUVERS. 


The joint maneuvers at Camp Young, Ky., were con- 
eluded on Thursday, Oct. 8, with the, contact of oppos- 
ing forces involving attack and defense. This was 
followed on Friday by the review of the division, sched- 
uled for Tuesday but postponed on account of the 
weather. Saturday the work of entraining the militia 
was commenced and concluded late at night. The railroad 
facilities were insufficient and much confusion and delay 
was created by the misunderstanding of the program by 
some of the regiments and the failure to furnish a sufli- 
cient detail to promptly remove the baggage. Speaking 
of this, one of the officers of the Illinois Central railroad 
said: “We will be better prepared to handle the soldiers 
next year, 2nd as soon as we have any assurance that 
the place will be made a permanent Army training 
ground we will go ahead and spend a large amount of 
money to better accommodate the business.” 

In the grand maneuvers of Thursday the Blue army 
was made up of the Ist and 2d brigades, in which are 
included the Ist, 3d and 20th Regular Infantry, the Ist 
Wisconsin Infantry, the Ist. 2d and 3d Indiana Infantry, 
the 7th Cavalry and the 14th Battery of Field Artillery. 
Brig. Gen. William A. Kobbé, U.S.A., and Brig. Gen. 
William J. McKee, N.G., were in command. ‘The 
composition of the Brown army was the 3d and 4th 
Brigades, composed of the Ist, 2d and 3d Michigan In- 
fantry, the Independent Michigan Artillery, the 2d and 
3d Kentucky Infantry, the Louisville Artillery Battalion 
and the 8th Ohio Infantry. Brig. Gen. Tasker H. Bliss, U. 
8S. A., and Brig. Gen. William T. McGarrin, N.G., were in 
command. The Browns included also Troops L and M of 
the 2d Cavalry; Troop I of the 4th Cavalry; the 2d 
Squadron of the 8th Cavalry, the 21st Battery of Field 
Artillery and the 1st Battery of Indiana Artillery. 

These maneuvers were devised to fit a peculiar local con- 
dition. The plans of Colonel Wagner, chief umpire, called 
for the passage of a long and tortuous defile by the ad- 
vance guard of the invading Brown army, the attempt 
to be resisted by the rear guard of the retreating Blue 
army. ‘The main bodies were imaginery. The Blue rear 
guard was acting under orders to impede and harass the 
Brown advance as much as possible, without bringing 
on a serious engagement and being cut off from the main 
command. The Blue rear guard succeeded in delaying 
the Brown force to such an extent that it was two hours 
before the last of it could get clear of the defile. Major 
Buck commanded the Blue forces and Major Geddy 
the Brown. 

The division review on Friday was a grand spectacle 
which excited the admiring wonder of thousands of 
citizens who gathered to witness it. ‘lhe day was bright 
with the air fresh and invigorating in the autumn 
weather. ‘The Louisville Courier-Journal says: “The 
Regular Army men, who passed first in review, set a 
high standard for tbe militiamen to follow, but never 
faltering, the Volunteers filed past with the same 
pride in their organization that was felt by the men 
who are on the enlisted rolls of the United States Army. 
The brown khaki mingled with the dark blue uniforms 
without affecting the harmony of colors, as the regi- 
ments were uniformly clad, and the blue following the 
brown heightened rather than decreased the handsome 
effect of the review. Regimental banners at fixed dis- 
tances gave a touch of color to the Army marching by, 
and the crowds of patriotic spectators on the side were 
keenly alive to the rare and beautiful sight on ‘which 
oe fixed a steadfast gaze.” 

The formation was as follows: 

First Brigade—Brig. Gen. W. A. Kobbé, U.S.A., com- 
manding; Ist, 3d and 20th Infantry and the Ist Wis- 
consin regiment, 


Second Brigade—Brig. Gen. W. J. McKee, N.G., com- 
manding; Ist, 2d and 3d Regiments, Indiana Organized 
Militia. 

Third Brigade—Brig. Gen. William T. MeGurrin, N. 


G., commanding; Ist, 2d and 3d Regiments, Michigan 
Organized Militia, and 1st Independant Michigan Bat- 
talion. 

Fourth Brigade—wrig. Gen. Tasker H. Bliss, U.S.A., 
commanding; 2d and 3d Regiments, Kentucky Organized 
Militia, headguarters, and Batteries A, B and C, Ar- 
tillery Battalion, Kentucky Organized Militia; 8th Regi- 
ment, Ohio Organized Militia. 

Cavalry Brigade—Col. Charles Morton, 7th Cav., U.S. 
A., commanding; troops from the 7th, 8th, 2d and 4th 
Cavalry. 

Divisional Artillery—Major Charles G. Woodward, 
Art. Corps, U.S.A., commanding; 14th and 21st Bat- 
teries of lield Artillery; lst Battery, Indiana Organized 
Militia. 

The review closed with a charge by the 7th Cavalry 
and an exhibition by four troopers riding two bareback 
horses abreast, standing, or a Roman race, which was 
won by Troop E. 

Commenting on the maneuvers, Col, Arthur L. Wagner, 
A.G., U.S.A., said, as reported in the Courier-Journal: 

“The camp has been beneficial in every way. he in- 
struction was new to most of the troops, and great in- 
terest was shown in the maneuvers by the men. They 
appeared very anxious to learn. All the regiments did 
well, considering the degree of former instruction which 
they had received. The handling of troops in tactical 
operations instead of the regular drill was new to most 
- the men, and I think they appreciated and profited 
‘Vy it. 

“The instruction in regard to camp sanitation was 
very valuable, and I am fully convinced that the repeti- 
tion next year would enable the National Guard to go 
into the field in time of war with a degree of practical 
preparation never before possessed, ard the unhealthy 
camps, such as Chickamauga and Fort Alger, would 
never be seen again. 

“I think the militia was especially impressed with the 
practical side of military duties. Ordinary drills and 
parades were a very significant feature of the encamp- 
ment, and everything was devoted to such training as the 
National Guard would need in time of actual war.” 

“The Indiana troops in the various maneuvers showed 
that they had devoted considerable attention to the 
practical features of military life, such as the close order 
drill, the rifle firing and extended order drill. This train- 
ing was not so evident on the part of the Kentucky 
Guard. A National Guard organization, when ordered 
to such an encampment, should be thoroughly familiar 
with company and battalion drills: it shou'a be well in- 
structed in fire discipline; they should also have good 
knowledge of ordinary post guards and sentinels, and are 
expected to know this when they come to the encamp- 
ment. 

“Instructions are given here only in the branches 
which it is impossible for the Guard to get at home. The 
officers should endeavor to familiarize themselves with 
the duties of advance guard, rear guard and outpost 
and the handling of the different arms in concerted action 
on the field. Target practice is a matter of vital im- 


portance. Still it will be very little profit if we have an 
urmy of marksmen, and most of them on sick report. A 
sick man in actual war is not only useless but a burden. 
lf we are going to have our men in coer physical con- 
dition for the battlefield, we must have our camps in 
good sanitary condition. Most of the diseases to which 
armies in the field are victims are directly traceable to 
the neglect of this precaution. : ‘ 

“Considerable difference was shown in the various 
camps, but I wish to make no comparisons. It is only 
just to say, however, that the camp of the ist Wiscon- 
sin was in perfect condition. The proper methods of pre- 
paring a camp and keeping it can be learned fully only 
by experience. The officers of the National Guard showed 
zealous desire for instruction. Comments on the manner 
of performing their duties were freely made but only in 
a kindly spirit, and were accepted in the same way. 
‘The principal benefit has been to show the officers what 
is required, and I believe that the same organizations 
will demonstrate at the time of the next encampment 
that they have profited by the instruction. 

“One thing that greatly pleased me was the fact that 
the men of the National Guard did not once get out of 
hand. In every maneuver, even in exciting situations, 
the men promptly halted or moved to the rear at com- 
mand. No collision occurred between any of the forces 
in any of the exercises. There was some difficulty in 
sopping the fire, but that can be easily remedied.” 


CAMP NOTES. 


Troop K, of the 4th Cavalry, Captain Benson, remain- 
ed at Camp Young after the departure of the troops to 
look after the repairs to fences and other damages incid- 
ent to the encampment. 

Governor Beckham of Kentucky visited Camp Young, 
Oct. 7, and was received with all the honors. He came 
in a special car accompanied by General Bates and staff, 
who were returning from a visit to the horse show at 
Nashville. 

Excellent service at the camp was done by half a dozen 
bicycle messengers. 

There was but little sickness at the camp, every effort 
being made to improve its sanitary condition. 

A thirsty crowd of Michigan soldiers gathered at the 
station to receive 268 cases of beer sent to them by ada- 
miring friends, but a local constable forbade their de- 
livery as no one was willing to swear that they were 
intended for the consumption by a single individual as 
che law requires. 

Colonel Treat of West Point, in spite of his protests 
that his umpire’s badge protected him, was captured 
anc held by some men of the Ist Indiana Infantry until 
an officer arrived to release him. 

The 7th Cavalry were not well pleased at the order 
taking their band from them to send it to the Nashville 
Horse Show. 

Capt. Lawson M. Fuller, O.D., U.S.A., lectured on 
“Arms and Projectiles,” describing each of the weapons 
used by the Regular Army. 

Harry B. Jenks, chief of the railway mail service 
detailed G. A. Hendry, an expert mail clerk, to be 
stationed at West Point and aid in the handling of out- 
going mail, which got much beyond the abilities of the 
local P » f 

The State troops came into camp in a straggling sort 
of way and it took some time to get them into order 
after their arrival. Regular officers were detailed to 
guide the militiamen into camp. The first to arrive were 
two battalions of the 2d Michigan, which reached camp 
at 6 o'clock Thursday morning. They were quickly de- 

trained and marched to their camp. There was a 
noticeable difference between the orderly methods of 
the Regulars in disembarking and establishing camp 
and the disorder of the militiamen. The Courier-Journal 
says: “Some of the militiamen were inclined to be 
‘fresh,’ disregarding the usual rules of etiquette in some 
eases by showing disrespect for women about the sta- 
tion. This cannot be said of the Regular Army soldiers. 
Since their arrival at Camp Young, it has been generally 
noted that they are always respectful and careful in the 
presence of women.” 

Col. N. N. Raspapoff, attache of the Russian Embassy, 
and Col. H. T. Foster, attache of the English Embassy, 
were much interested in the inspection of the field hos- 
pital in charge of Capt. Fred P. Reynolds, Asst. Surg., 
U.S.A., Lieut. F. A. Dale and Lieut. T. P. Reynolds, a 
brother of Captain Reynolds. The ambulance corps, 
which was detailed under Captain Straub when Camp 
Young was established, was also inspected and found to 
be in perfect condition. 

Nearly every troop of Cavalry has its baseball team, 
and several games were played on the flats about How- 
ard. The 2ist Battery of Artillery, however, has one 
of the best football teams ever organized in the Army. 
An interesting game of baseball was played between the 
West Point and 4th Cavalry teams. The 8th Cavalry 
Band made music for the occasion. 

The bathing beach at West Point, which is screened 
from the town by a steep declivity, attracted large 
crowds of the soldiers. The men in ranks, at least those 
who frequented the river front, are expert swimmers, 
and the surface of the water was dotted with bobbing 
heads from the Kentucky to the Indiana side. 

Chaplain Nave arranged for lectures and services 
of different nature every day during the encampment. 

The farmers having complained of the theft of horses, 
hogs, etc., an order was issued by General Bates de- 
nouncing the crime and calling for the apprehension and 
punishment of the malefactors. Investigation showed 
that some of the thievery was done by members of the 
Ohio and Michigan troops, and when the matter was 
spoken of to them they made no denial, offering as an 
excuse tliat they had noting to eat.

MAJOR PARKER REPLIES. 
To THe Eprror or THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

In your editorial of Sept. 26, in speaking of my 
article in the North American Review of August, 1903, 
you criticize my hopeful view of the new Militia law, 
and particularly my statement that, “in case of war, the 
United States will be able, through this law, to muster 
into the United States Service the whole of the organized 
militia, as they stand, within twenty-four hours.” I am 
glad to have an opportunity of replying to this criticism, 
which, originating in sources hostile to a supervision of 
the militia by the National Government, is repeated in 
your pages. 

Nothing is more certain than that the friends and 
originators of the Dick Bill had in mind, not only the 
improvement of the militia, but also the necessity for 
providing for the defense of the country in case of a 
sudden attack by a powerful nation. To accomplish this 
the bill provided “that whenever the United States is 
invaded or in danger of invasion from any foreign na- 
tion... it shall be lawful for the President to call forth 
for a period not exceeding nine months such number of 
militia . . . as he may deem necessary to repel such in- 
vasion.” (Sec. 4, Militia Act of 1908). Also the bill 
provided, originally, that any man of the militia thus 
called forth should be duly mustered into the United 
States Service. But to protect the pension list, before 
the bill was passed, the words were added, “and who 
shall be found fit for military service.” 

It seems to be the opinion of my critics that the main 
intent of the law is thus fustrated. and that we are still 
without means of promptly reinforcing our Army in 
time of war. But, I may ask, does any patriotic man 


believe that when the National Guard, as a result of the 
aid of the National Government, a well 
armed and disciplined force, that we should, in case of 
a sudden attack by a great nation, hesitate on account 
of these words, to despatch it at once “as it stands” to 
meet such an attack? Will the nation worry about the 
danger to the pension list, at such a time, if we have 
a hundred thousand soldiers ready in all except that they 
have not “been found fit” (by the U.S. Medical Depart- 
ment) “for military service’? 

The National Guardsman who thinks by these words 
he can, in time of great danger, escape his duty te his 
country had better get out now, for if the emergency 
comes these words will avail him nothing. The country 
will give no opportunity to sound men to declare them- 
selves deaf and blind, and thus escape military service, 
It will be easy enough to protect the pension list with- 
out a two weeks’ medical examination. When great 
wars are liable to be decided in six weeks, we cannot 
cling to a system of inspection which demands two 
weeks for the medical examination of a regiment and 
results in fine regiments being turned into mobs of re- 
cruits, needing six weeks for even an elementary train- 
ing. 

Briefly, it is proposed that the medical examinations 
of the State be accepted by the United States as proof 
of fitness. Second, that to further protect the pension 
list, after muster in and after the troops are despatched 
to their posts, a suplementary physical examination be 
made, and that all existing defects be noted. 

In view of the number of pensions pending since the 
Spanish-American War this is all the protection our 
pension list is entitled to. But, as a matter of fact, 
National Guardsmen are not cripples; men who enlist 
to carry a siusket for no pay are usually vigorous and 
sound in mind and body. And under this law our citizen 
soldiers will be as hearty and athletic as ever, and stil] 
be, as they are now, superior in physique to the soldiers 
of England, France, or any other foreign nation. 

And finally, let me inform you, Mr. Editor, that, during 
the recent inspection of the National Guard by lar 
Army officers, the men of évery company of eve tate 
were asked whether, in case the militia was called into the 
U.S. Service, they were willing to serve. Although these 
men were enlisted before the Dick Bill became law, 
fully 90 per cent. of the organized militia answered in 
the affirmative. And reports from all over the country 
show that the National Guard rejoices that their name 
is no longer a misnomer, and that they are now, in fact 
as well as in name, national soldiers of the nation, for 
the nation’s defense; the nation’s guard of honor, who 
serve, not for pay, but for love of country.

THE ENGINEER CORPS, U.S. NAVY. 

To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAVy JOURNAL: 

You have several times referred to the probability of 
the creation of a new Engineer Corps for the Navy. 
The engineer officers now holding line commissions will 
ere long be transferred to the retired list. As a result, 
in this age of iron and steel, and the growth of scientific 
research in the application of steam, electricity and the 
mechanic arts with specialties in professions, it seems 
evident that in a distant day our Navy will be left be- 
hind the navies of Europe in this branch of the Service. 

it takes long training to make a competent engineer 
officer. To put a line officer in charge of an engine room 
watch, who has no love for the work and little knowl- 
edge of complex steam machinery, is to place him in a 
position where he must depend on the machinists in the 
cases vf casualties. During the first administration of 
President Grant I was the Chief of the Bureau of Steam 
Engineering, and having in view the elevation of the 
standard of the Engineer Corps, consequently the promo- 
tion of the interests of the naval service, I proposed tv 
the Honorable Secretary of the Navy to open the Naval 
Academy for the admission and instruction of students 
as cadet engineers. After several talks with him on the 
subject, the examination of the provisions of law relat- 
ing to it enacted by the suggestion of the late Capt. G. 
V. Fox, the able Assistant Secretary of the Navy from 
1861 until 1867, and after long delay the Secretary de- 
cided to act on my recommendation, and he ordered 
me to write the necessary regulations for admission and 
instruction of the students. This order was promptly 
obeyed, and after two items of alteratiun he signed it in 
my presence and ordered 500 copies to be printed, many 
of these being mailed to M.C’s, to colleges, polytechnic 
and other schools. ‘The examinations were made com- 
petitive. All candidates of the age, about eighteen years, 
with satisfactory endorsements, could receive from the 
Secretary of the Navy permits to be examined at An- 
napolis, and from those who were successful twenty- 
five each year of the best qualified were selected and ap- 
pointed cadet engineers. The opportunity was here of- 
fered for boys having mechanical aptitude and unable to 
pay for instruction in scientific schools, and if the line 
officers of the so-called old Navy had entertained liberal! 
views and encouraged the system so promising for the 
future, it would have been continued, and the Navy would 
have possessed an Engineer Corps composed of men hav 
ing exceptional ability, from which the ship-building and 
other companies could have benefitted. While there were 
many competent engineers of the old school devoted to 
the Service, the best educated men were graduates of the 
Naval Academy, many of whom have occupied prominent 
positions. Rear Admiral Bowles, Chief Constructor of 
the Navy; Prof. H. W. Spangler, in charge of Dynamical 
Engineering, University of Pennsylvania, and Prof. Ira 
N. Hollis, head of the engineering department, Harvard 
University, were cadet engineers. 

To build an Engineer Corps on the same lines would 
take many years, but it could be recruited by the ap 
pointment with authority of law of assistant enigneers 
or other title from the numerous graduates of scientific 
schools, the growth of which in the last ten years has 
been very large, in addition to the increase of the plants of 
polytechnic schools and the colleges which have found it 
necessary to erect expensive buildings provided with appli- 
ances for the training of students in engineering. he 
University of Michigan will soon have a building ae- 
signed for 800 students; the University of Pennsylvania 
will provide for 500 or more. The Proyost says: “It 
will be the best equipped in the country;” Harvard 
about 400. Cornell and other colleges are also keeping up 
with the advance. While there is a demand in civil life 
for all such graduates, it is believed that with rank and 
adequate pay, many would compete for admission into 
the Navy. The British navy has commenced July 1, 
1903, a new system of educating engineers. I shall re- 
serve notice of it for another article.

ARMY-NAVY GAME TO BE PLAYED. 
The following announcement is made by the Navy De- 


partment : 
Washington, D.C., Oct. 15, 1903. 

At a conference between Captain Brownson, superin- 
tendent, Naval Academy, Colonel Mills, superintendent, 
Military Academy ; Commander Halsey, U.S.N.; Captain 
Davis, U.S.A.; Lieutenant Poyer U.S.N., it was agreed: 

1. That a football game between the Military and Na- 
yal Academies shall be played this year, under the old 
conditions, and on the usual date. 

2. The conditions under which future games shall be 
played will be decided by a committee to be mutually 
agreed upon. 

3. The decision of this committee shall be final. 

WILLarp H. Brownson, for the Navy. 
A. L. Mitts, for the Army. 

Under this agreement the game will be played on Novy, 

»8, at Franklin Field, Philadelphia.

JUDGE ADVOCATE GENERAL'S REPORT. 

The annual report of the Judge Advocate Genera! of 
the Army, Brig. Gen. Geo. B. Davis, shows a decrease 
of thirty-six in the trials by court-martial, the total for 
the year being 5,275. Of these twenty-seven were offi- 
cers, twelve of whom were convicted (sentence disap- 
proved in two cases), and five acquitted. Of the enlisted 
men 4,828 were convicted (sentence being disapproved 
in fifty-one cases), and 403 acquitted. Five cadets were 
tried and convicted, three being dismissed. Five officers 
were dismissed and three had their dismissal commuted 
to loss of files. The men dishonorably discharged num- 
bered 2,700. The average confinement of 1,111 deserters 
was 21.70 months. Military commissions tried 72 per- 
sons, or 648 less than last year. Fourteen were sen- 
tenced to death and ten executed, the sentences of the 
others being commuted to imprisonment. The chsages 
in the 88d A.W., so as to permit inferior courts to punish 
by three months’ forfeiture, or three months’ confine- 
ment, or both, has relieved courts-martial of much work. 
In conclusion General Davis says: “Attention is in- 
vited to the extracts from reports of judge advocate of 
departments appended to this report. In closing this 
report it gives me great pleasure to recognize the efficient 
assistance which I have received from the officers of the 
}department in their different fields of endeavor, and from 
the employees, both permanent and temporary, who are 
attached to the Judge Advocate General’s Office. Their 
labors have been zealous and untiring, and the services 
rendered by them have been entirely satisfactory.” 
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The prediction that the members of the Board on 
Construction of the Navy would submit a unanimous re- 
port to the Secretary of the Navy on the design for the 
:wo 13,000-tor battleships Mississippi and Idaho has 
proven to be erroneous. Rear Admiral Royal B. Brad- 
ford, Chief of the Bureau of Equipment, still differs with 
the remainder of the board on the question of speed for 
these two vessels and has presented a minority report 
in which he advocates not less than 18 knots speed for 
the two ships. The majority report, which favors a 
design for the vessels giving them 17 knots speed, is 
signed by Rear Admirals Charles O'Neil, Charles W. 
Rae, and F, T. Bowles, the other members of the board. 
it is understood that Admiral Bradford holds that the 
ships cannot be given 17 knots speed as designed, but 
only 16 1-2 kmots, and that he calls attention in his 
minority report to the fact that, although the majority of 
the board now contend the ships will have 17 knots 
speed, they have made no change in the original design 
submitted. At the time this design was first reported 
to the Secretary of the Navy the majority only claimed 
16 1-2 knots for the ships. Admiral Bradford would 
make the two ships an improvement over the new Maine 
class. The fault found by the majority of the board 
with his design is that by giving the vessels 18 knots 
speed their armament would be slightly weakened. Ad- 
miral Bradford calls attention to the fact that no naval 
power in the world is now constructing battleships with 
as low speed as 16 1-2 knots. It is understood, algo, 
that Rear Admiral Francis J. Higginson, Captains 
George A. Converse, Henry N. Manney, and other offi- 
cers have written letters to the Navy Department in 
support of the design advocated by Admiral Bradford. 
Besides the three members of the Board on Construction, 
Rear Admiral Henry C. Taylor and other prominent 
officers favor the design of the majority of the board. 
It seems to us that in view of the fact that the Board 
on Construction has disagreed on two occasions on the 
designs for these vessels it would be an excellent idea 
to have the question submitted to such a tribunal as 
the General Board of the Navy for a final decision. The 
Secretary will receive the reports of the Board on Con- 
struction early next week. 
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Capt. Chauncey B. Humphrey, 22d U.S. Inf., and 
Lieut. E. Van D. Murphy, 27th U.S. Inf., returned to 
Washington on Oct. 13 from Venezuela, and their ar- 
rival has given rise to no end of speculation as to the 
nature of their mission in the South American Republic. 
Press despatches state that upon reaching Washington 
they went directly from the railway station to the Mili- 
tary Information Division of the War Department and 
afterward to a hotel, where they denied themselves to all 
reporters. The gist of newspaper speculation is as fol- 
lows: Captain Humphrey and Lieutenant Murphy were 
sent to Venezuela last June, where they were accredited 
as Military Attachés to the United States Legation at 
Caracas, this having been done by the War Department 
without the knowledge of the State Department, through 
which such details are usually arranged. It is said, 
however, that instead of spending their time in Caracas, 
both officers went into the country and presumably made 
a study of roads, water courses and other conditions that 
would have to be considered in conducting the move- 
ment of large bodies of troops in Venezuelan territory. 
There is a growing belief, these reports continue, that 
the next conflict involving the United States will be for 
the maintenance of the Monroe Doctrine, and it has come 
to the knowledge of the authorities in Washington that 
military agents of European countries are in Central 
and South America, busily engaged in collecting informa- 
tion as to the character of the roads, the country gen- 
erally, the food supply and other things which it is im- 
portant for a military commander to know in regard to 
his prospective field of hostile operations. It does not 
follow that the General Staff believes that there is dan- 
ger of trouble in South America, in which Buropean 
nations will take part. Part of the General Staff’s mul- 


titudinous duties is to study politica] conditions abroad 
which affect the United States. “It would be unfair,” 
Suys a carefully worded despatch to the New York Sun, 
“to say on the basis of the limited amount of knowledge 
that has gotten beyond the inner military circle that a 
certain European nation has been particularly active in 
obtaining information about South America. But it is 
a faet that the suspicion is centered on that nation, and 
there is reason to believe that the plans which are being 
inade for future contingencies are directed mainly toward 
it.” In all the press despatches relating to this matter 
there is a guarded expression of fear that Venezuela may 
repudiate the obligations she recently assumed regard- 
ing the payment of the claims held against her by Great 
Britain, Germany and Italy, and thus bring on a crisis 
that might result in the landing of a European army in 
Central or South America or the West Indies. 
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The Army General Staff has mapped out a compre- 
hensive plan for the gathering of military information 
abroad. It is the intention eventually to have an officer 
of the Army, preferably of the General Staff, accredited 
to every foreign power of any significance. In a very 
short time four officers of the General Staff who have 
been on temporary duty in the Military Information 
Division for the purpose of receiving special instruc- 
tions in the duties of military attachés, will leave for 
their new assignments as attachés abroad. These offi- 
cers are Capt. Sydney A. Cloman, 23d Inf., who has already 
been detailed as Military Attaché to the United States 
Legation at Bogota, Republic of Colombia; Capt. William 
G. Haan, Art. Corps; Capt. Horace M. Reeve, 3d Inf., 
and Capt. Dennis EK. Nolan, 30th Inf. Although the 
assignments of the last three officers have not yet been 
announced, it is understood that they will probably go 
io Central and South American countries. 
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The naval estimates for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1905, have been completed by the Secretary of the 
Navy and sent to the Treasury Department. The grand 
total estimated for the naval establishment for that year 
is $102,866,449.34, against an appropriation made by 
Congress last year for the fiscal year of 1904 of $79,- 
816.791.43. In detail the estimates are as follows: Pay 
of the Navy, $19,824,003; pay, miscellaneous, $600,000; 
contingent, Navy, $15,009; emergency fund, $50,000; 
Bureau of Navigation, $1,363,886; Bureau of Ordnance, 
$3,776,706.75; Bureau of Equipment, $6,497,903; Bureau 
of Yards and Docks, $922,884.57; public works, Bureau 
of Yards and Docks, $8,164,874; public works, Bureau 
of Navigation, Naval Academy, $3,000,000; naval train- 
ing station, California, $19,000; naval training station, 
Rhode Island, $14,000; Naval War College, $8,125; nava! 
training station, Great Lakes, $250,000; public works, 
Bureau of Ordnance, $248,900; public works, Bureau ot 
Equipment, $7,800; public works, Bureau of Medicine 
and Surgery, $20,000; Bureau of Medicine and Surgery, 
$360,000; Bureau of Supplies and Accounts, $5,203,932.- 
28; Bureau of Construction and Repair, $8,595,824.25; 
Bureau of Steam Engineering, $3,572,900; Naval Acad- 
emy, $314,588.46. Marine Corps: Paymaster, $2,118- 
875.53, and Quartermaster, $1,690,296.50. Increase of 
the Navy: Construction and Machinery, $23,826,860; 
armor and armament, $12,000,000; and equipment, $400,- 
000 
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In the natural order of things the approaching regular 
session of Congress, assembled on the eve of a Presiden- 
tial election, will be one of studious economies in the ap- 


propriation of public money, but popular sentiment would 
undoubtedly resent any niggardly stinting of the grants 
for the Army and Navy. The exceptional liberality of 
the last Congréss in providing for both Services has been 
cordially approved by the country. The people have 
come to understand that our enlarged position among 
the world powers requires a steady expansion of the 
Navy and the reorganization of the Army system along 
lines that shall insure its maintenance on the highest 
attainable level of efficiency. These projects cost money, 
but they are worth the price, and the people have shown 
the most cheerful readiness to pay it. This readiness 
hes been made so manifest that any close-fisted policy on 
the part of the incoming Congress in voting funds for the 
national defense would be unpatriotic and inexcusable. 
The membership of the new House includes many de- 
voted and influential supporters of the Army and Navy 
who should see to it that there are no backward steps in 
providing for the two Services. Preparedness is costly, 
but it means peace, and the American taxpayers should 
willingly foot the bill, knowing that “When the strong 
man armed keepeth his house, his goods are in peace.” 
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In connection with the objections recently made by the 
Federation of Musicians of Chicago to the permission 
granted by the Navy Deparment to the Marine Corps 
Band to play at the Chicago Centennial Celebration, 
Secretary of the Navy Moody has made this statement: 
“Application was made to the Department for permission 
for the Marine Band as an organization to attend the 
banquet at Chicago as guests and to play in the audi- 
torium at the public meeting immediately following the 
banquet. The request was made by the mayor of the 
city, by the chairman of the banquet committee and by 
members of both Houses of Congress. It was decided 
by the Department that the affair was one of national 
significance and that the Marine Band as an organiza- 
tion might properly attend. No question of compensation 
was considered and the only question considered by the 
Department was as to whether the event was one of 
national significance warranting the permission desired.” 


The Ordnance Department is about to close a con 
tract with the Anson Mills Woven Cartridge Belt Co. of 
Worcester, Mass., for 100,000 belts for ball cartridges; 
100,000 pairs of suspenders for cartridge belts and 6,000 
belts for caliber .38 revolver cartridges, to be delivered 
at Rock Island Arsenal. The new belt for rifle cartridges 
is to be not more than 3 3-4 inches wide, having nine 
pockets of the required size for holding two clips, each 
containing five cartridges, or ninety rounds of ammuni- 
tion to a belt. The pockets are to be so arranged 
as to prevent accidental loss of cartridges and the belts 
are to be adjustable. The revolver cartridge belts are 
to be 2 1-4 inches wide with eight pockets, each con- 
taining six cartridges. ‘The suspenders are to consist 
of two woven straps crossing in the back and provided 
with an adjustable connection at their intersection. The 
two ends at the back will be provided with suitable de- 
vice for attaching them to the belt. To each front end 
will be attached two branches, the upper ends of which 











are to be secured to the shoulder strap and the lower 
ends attached to the belt. The suspenders are so de- 
signed that there will be no tendency for them to shp 
off the shoulders, for the belt to change position, rub, 
bind or bring unequal pressure on the body. All metal 
parts must be dull finish bronze or of metal fire gilt and 
urnished and of the same shade of color as that pre- 
scribed for the buttons on the Service uniforms. The 
thread used in belts and suspenders will be of khaki 
color of same shade as prescribed for Service uniform. 
The first 5,000 belts and pairs of suspenders must be 
delivered within sixty days after date of contract and 
thereafter at the rate of 1,000 a working day. 
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In reviewing the proceedings of a G.C.M., in the case 
of an enlisted man of the Army charged with being ab- 
sent without leave, and sentenced to dishonorable dis- 
charge with forfeiture of pay and allowances and im- 
prisonment for nine months, Major General Chaffee 
makes the following pertinent remarks: “The tendency 
of courts-martial to sentence soldiers to dishonorable dis- 
charge when other disciplinary measures would answer 
does not meet with the approval of the Department com- 
mander. Ordinarily, dishonorable discharge should be 
included in the sentence of a general court-martial in 
those cases where a grave military offence has been com- 
mitted or when the conduct of the accused points conclu- 
sively to morbid viciousness or confirmed criminality, or 
where, by reason of evidence of frequent previous con- 
victions by courts-martial, it appears the accused has 
lost self-respect, and with it his usefulness as a soldier. 
None of these conditions exist in the present case, and in 
the opinion of the reviewing authority a sufficient pun- 
ishment for the offence committed would be confinement 
at har@ labor for two months and forfeiture of $10 of his 
pay per month for two months; therefore, the dishon- 
orable. discharge is remitted, the confinement reduced to 
two months and the forfeiture reduced to $10 of his pay 
per month for two months.”

Secretary of War Root will probably return to the 
War Depariment for duty in the early part of November, 
and will not sever his official connection with the Army 
until about Jan. 15. ‘here are many matters in con- 
nection with the new administration of affairs by the 
General Staff which are awaiting Secretary Root’s re- 
turn before final settlement. The distribution of work 
among the three grand divisions of the War Department 
General Staff has not been settled; the question of the 
filling of the vacancies now existing in the General Staff 
will remain undecided until Secretary Root’s return, 
and various small questions of administration will be 
placed before him for decision. The question of the as- 
signment of a major general to be the first assistant 
to the Chief of Staff after the retirement of Lieut, Gen. 
S. B. M. Young and the consequent appointment of 
Gen, A. R. Chaffee to be Chief of Staff is already a source 
of speculation among officers of the Army. In view of 
the fact that Brig. Gen. William H. Carter is going to 
the Philippines about Dec. 1, when he will be succeeded 
on the General Staff by Brig. Gen. Tasker H. Bliss, it is 
thought probable that some major general will be selected 
to be the first assistant to the Chief of Staff. The names 
of Major Gen. John C. Bates and Major Gen, Arthur 
MacArthur have been mentioned in this connection. 





In reply to a cable message asking recommendations 
for station of the 15th Cavalry, which is to relieve the 2d 
Cavalry now in the Department of the East about Dec. 
1, the colonel of the 15th Cavalry has designated the 
2d Squadron for duty at Fort Myer, Va.; the lieutenant 
colonel with Ist and 3d Squadrons will take station at 
Fort Ethan Allen, Vt. Barracks at the latter post have 
just been completed in sufficient numbers to accommodate 
eight troops of Cavalry and two batteries of Fieid Ar- 
tillery. This enables the War Department to bring this 
Cavalry regiment together at these two stations ; formerly 
two troops of the regiment garrisoning these posts had 
to be sent to Fort Sheridan, Ill, for lack of barrack 
accommodations. 
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Secretary Moody is preparing another group of ques- 
tions to be answered by the members of the General 
Roard regarding the proposed scheme for the creation of 
a Navy General Staff. He is convinced of the merits of 
the general scheme, but thinks the plan proposed can be 
much improved. Indeed, it is not going too far to say 
that the plan for a General Staff, which will be submitted 
to Congress, in case it is thought wise to lay a plan before 
that body now, will be the substantial work of Secretary 
Moody himself. All the schemes proposed to him thus 
far leave, in his opinion, much to be desired, and he is 
not keen about submitting a scheme to Congress that is 
not assured of success. 

The Navy Department has received the report of the 
board appointed to examine candidates for commissions 
in the Navy as assistant paymasters. The board reports 
that the following candidates have qualified for com- 
missions: George Beale Bloomer, of Washington, D.C.; 
Noel Willis Grant, of Georgia; David Garrick Mc- 
Ritchie, of Maine, and John Willett of New York. Mr. 
Willett has been for some time a clerk in the Bureau of 
Navigation, and is well known to many officers of the 


Navy. 
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That the integrity of the crew may be preserved, it is 
probable the entire crew of the Indiana will be trans- 
ferred to the Iowa upon the recommissioning of the latter 
vessel next month. The Indiana is to go out of com- 
mission for extensive repairs. The proposition was at 
one time under consideration to remodel the Indiana, 
the Massachusetts and other vessels of this class, but 
Rear Admiral Francis T. Bowles, Chief Constructor of 
the Navy, is opposed to the remodelling of old vessels. 
He thinks it decidedly better to repair them from time 
to time until their usefulness is at an end. 








The War Department will assign all the second lieu- 


tenants appointed from ranks of the Army as result 
of the recent examination at Fort Leavenw 4 the 
Infantry arm. Assignments to regiments ate be

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The Pacific Squadron is ordered to proceed next week 
on a drill and exercise cruise to Acapulco, returning via 
Mazatlan, La Caz and Magdalina Bay. 
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RETIREMENT OF ADMIRAL KEMPFF. 


Rear Admiral Louis Kempff, U.S.N., who was placed 
on the retired list Oct. 11, on account of the age limit, 
was appointed to the U.S. Naval Academy from Lilinois, 
Sept. 25, 1857, and left the Academy April, 1861, being 
ordered to the sailing sloop-of-war Vandalia, which was 
on blockade duty off Charleston in August, 1861. 
He captured the schooner Henry Middleton, of Charles- 
ton, which schooner he took to New York, and rejoined 
the Vandalia in October following at Hampton Roads. 
He was appointed Acting Master, October, 1861, and was 
attached to the Vandalia during the battle at Port Royal, 
S.C., Nov. 7, 1861. While on the flagship Wabash he 
commanded a howitzer in the expedition against Port 
Royal Ferry, under Gen. Isaac 1. Stevens, U.S.A., Jan. 
1, 1862, and was also in charge of boat and howitzer 
during the expedition of the Navy, which resulted in the 
capture of Fernandina, Fia., St. Mary’s, Ga., Nassau 
Inlet and Jacksonville, Fla., and St. Augustine. He 
was on the Susquehanna in March, 1862, and was present 
and took part in bombardment of Sewall’s Point, Va., 
in May, 1862, and the re-occupation of Norfolk, Va., 
May 10, 1862; op board of this vessel as watch and 
navigation officer, he b.ockaded off Mobile part of 1862 
and 1863. He was on the gunboat Sonoma June 22, 
1863; ordered to the Connecticut, blockading off Wilm- 
ington, N.C., 1863 and 184; executive officer of the 
Connecticut until Oct. 8, 1864; executive officer gunboat 
Suwanee, Noy. 15, 1s8t4, and was on duty in this vessel 
in the Puacitie Squadion from 180, to March, 1567. 
Among other duties he was from 1877 to 1880 in charge 
of the Navy Yard at Mare Island, after which he took 
command of the Adams for three years, and then re- 
turned to Mare Island. In December, 1898, Secretary 
of the Navy Long decided to make Captain Kem ff the 
commander of the naval station at far away Guam, but 
prior to his taking charge mere important work was cut 
out for him in the Orient. His last sea service was in 
the command of a squadron at Taku, China, during the 
recent difficulty when the forts were bombarded. In 
June, 1900, Rear Admiral Kempff, who was the Ameri- 
can commanding naval officer at Taku during the Boxer 
troubles, refused to join the European officers in their 
uttack on the Chinese foris even when the U.S.S. Mono- 
cacy was hit by the fire of the Chinese rebels. He took 
the ground that he had no authority to attack a nation 
with which his Government was at peace, though ade 
protected American interests. His conduct met with the 
highest commendation of the President and Navy De- 
partment, although criticized by some persons. 





The following is a brief record of the three uew rear 
admirals who reach flag rank by the retirement of Rear 
Admiral Kempff : 


Rear Admiral Benjamin P. Lamberton was born in 
Peru. He attended the Naval Academy from 1561 to 
ISG5; was attached to the steam sloop Susquehanna of 
the Brazil squadron in 1865-6, the steam sloor Jumata 
of the South Atlantic Squadron, 1866-7; was promoted 
to master Dec. 1, 1860; commissioned as lieutenant 
March 12, 1867; lieutenant commander, Dec. 18, 1868; 
served on the Mohican of the Pacific tleet, 1873 and ‘4; 
turpedo service, 1875; was promoted to captain May 17, 
158, and served as chief of staff to Admiral Dewey at 
the batte of Manila Bay, May 1, 1808. 

Rear Admiral French KE, Chadwick was born in V:r- 
ginia and appointed trom that State to the Naval Acad- 
emy in 1861. Was attached to the Susquehanna in the 
Brazil Squadron in 185-6, received promotion to master 
and lieutenant Dec. 1, 1806, and March 12, 1868; lieu- 
tenant commander, Dec. 15, 1868; served on the Guer- 
riere, European Squadron; at the Naval Academy, on 
the Powhatan; North Atlantic Station, New York Navy 
Yard; special lighthouse duty ; naval attaché at London; 
became commander Dec., 1884; commanded the York- 
town, squadron of evolution, ISS9-1801; special duty at 
the Navy Department, and on board of labor reorganiza- 
tion; chief intelligence officer; chief of the bureau of 
equipmeat, with rank of commodore; commissioned cap- 
tain November, 1S97; commanded the New York, flag- 
ship of the North Atlantic Squadron during the Spaun- 
ish-American War. He is now president of the Naval 
War College. 

Rear Admiral Bowinan H. MecCalla was born in New 
Jersey and appointed to the Naval Academy in 1861. 
Served on the Brazil, South Atlantic and South Pacific 
stations, European fleet, at the Naval Academy, North 
Atlantic station, assistant in Bureau of Navigation, com- 
manded the Enterprise on the European station, was 
equipment officer at the Mare Island Navy Yard, and 
commanded the Marblehead in the Spanish-American 
War. During the Boxer troubles in China he commanded 
a detachment of marines that went to the relief of the 
beleagured legations in Pekin, during which he rendered 
the most efficient service, and displayed gallant conduct. 

Rear Adiniral William Henry Whiting was born m 
New York city, hut was appointed to the Naval Academy 
from Wisconsin in 1860. Served on the Hartford in the 
West Gulf Squadron, 1863-5, and received honorable 
mention by Admirai Farragut in general orders for 
gallant conduct at the burning of the blockade runner 
under the guns of Fort Morgan on the night of July 5 
1s64; was given honorable mention by the captain of 
the Hartford at the battle of Mobile Bay; was at the 
surrender of Fort Gaines; hauled down the Confederate 
fag and hoisted United States flag; was at the surrender 
of Fort Morgan; served on the Kearsarge after the war; 
successively commanded the Saratoga, Kearsarge Alli- 
ance and Monadnock. ai 
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ADMIRAL BRADFORD GOES TO SEA. 


Rear Admiral Royal B. Bradford, U.S.N., this week 
relinquishes the charge of the Bureau of Navigation, 
which he has held for six years, or since Sept. 7, 1897 
and returns to sea duty in command of the U.S.S. Illinois 
Under the administration of the Admiral, the bureau has 
gained increased importance. He has been exact in his 
expenditures, but liberal where naval interests required 
liberelity. He has promoted the development of public 
works of great value to the Service, has pushed the work 
of hydrographic survey to the increase of security at 
sea, has improved equipment work at navy yards and 
stutions and he has shown a remarkable grasp of the 
important question of coal supply. He leaves this bureau 
in better condition than he found it, and he leaves it 
voluntarily that _he may complete his record of sea 
service before his retirement. Admiral Bradford re- 
linquished sea duty in 1897, much against his will, and 
he sought to return to it when war was declared against 
Spain. But Secretary Long protested against his resig- 
fiation of the office of Chief of Bureau, while fully sym- 


pathizing with the professional spirit ee it. Ina 
letter dated “April 22, 1898,” the retary said: “ 
sympathize with your ardor so deeply that I should cor- 
dialily comply with your request if I did not feel the 
strongest conviction that you can in no other way render 
so great a service as you are now doing at the head of 
the Bureau of Equipment. 1 need not tell you how 
much I rely upon your absolute integrity, good judg- 
ment, ability, and, especiaily, your experience there. lL 
think you will agree with me that, at this time, it would 
be exceedingly difficult, if not impossible, to fill your 
»lace.’ 

. Thus Admiral Bradford lost the opportunity to dis- 
tinguish himself in command at sea during time of war 
which came to others. At the ciose of the war, when 
the Peace Commission was sent to Paris, he was sent 
after them in response to an imperative request for his 
presence which came from the commission, though he 
had previously declined to accompany them as naval at- 
taché. He strongly recommended the acquisition of the 
entire Philippine archipelago, and that its boundaries be 
described in parallels of latitude and meridians of*longi- 
tude, which can always be located astronomically, as 
set forth in Article 3 of the Treaty of Peace. 

Admiral Bradford has skillfully applied the experiences 
acquired during the War with Spain to the improvement 
of the Navy. ‘Che equipment facilities of the navy yards 
have been greatly enlarged and an efficient system of 
coal supply has been provided, fifteen coaling stations 
being established under his regime in locations selected 
for their strategic importance, all admirably equipped 
for storing and handling cozl. At the outbreak of the 
Spanish War, when we were without a single collier or 
coaling station, the energy of Admiral Bradford over- 
came ali difficulities so that there -was not a single com- 
plaint of shortage ot coal. At tbe time of the recent 
coal strike our ships were supplied with coal purchased 
at moderate prices and the Equipment Bureau was able 
to furnish coal to the Washington gun factory and to 
other bureaus where it was practically unpurchasable. 
The full value of Admiral Bradford’s work in providing 
a coal supply fer our Navy in all parts of the world 
can only be realized in the emergency of war. 
accomplished electrician himself, Admiral Bradford has 
given special attention to the development of electricity 
in its application to warships, and it is due to his efforts 
that electricity has been substituted in our new ships 
for hydraulic power in turning turrets. 

As a member of the Board on Construction, and of 
the General Board, Admiral Bradford has shown him- 
self to be a man of decided opinions and, though he has 
not always been in harmony with his colleagues, he 
has usually been able to present conclusive reasons for 
his variance in opinion. A question of precedence be- 
tween him and Rear Admiral Taylor was settled in favor 
of Admiral Taylor on the ground that his commission 
as a full rear admiral antedated Admiral Bradford's 
work as Chief of Bureau, dating it from his second ap- 
pointment. Admiral Bradford not unnaturally held that 
it should date from his first appointment. As a result 
of this decision Admiral Bradford requested, in writing, 
his detachment from the General Board, but was asked 
by the Secretary to withdraw this request, which he ar 
cordingly did, and continued to serve as a member of the 
board until his resignation as Chief of Bureau. A!/ 
good wishes go with Admiral Bradford in his return to 
sea duty, in which he will, no doubt, still further dis- 
tinguish himself. 

Representative Dayton of West Virginia has this to 
say of Rear Admiral Bradford: “I consider Rear Ad- 
miral Bradford’s retirement as Chief of the Bureau of 
Navigation to go to sea a severe misfortune to the Navy 
Department, for he is an officer possessed of ability 
second to none in the Service. He has been of more 
assistance than any other officer in the presentation of 
detailed, comprehensive and accurate data to the Naval 
Committee of the House. At every navy yard I ever 
visited I found the work under his direction a high 
credit to the Service. His tenacity to his interpretations 
of the best naval policy has, regardless of whether or 
not he came out victorious, always obtained a thorough 
exposition of the problem at issue.” Admiral Bradford 
is unquestionably one of the ablest officers we have ever 
had at the head of this bureau. His clear intelligence, 
his expert knowledge and his tenacity of purpose have 
been shown in various controversies he has had with 
others in the Department, and if he is an uncompromis- 
ing opponent, he at least always fights in the open, The 
Secretaries under whom he has served have frequently 
turned to him for advice on matters wholly outside the 
duties of his bureau, for he has never confined his 
thoughts and his energies within their limits. By his in- 
fluence in shaping the action of the Spanish Peace Com- 
mission, in securing a Pacific cable, and in other ways 
he has left his mark upon the history of the country.

NEWS OF THE PHILIPPINES. 

Manila despatches of October 14 state that Inspector 
Hermann and Supply Officer Johnson of the Philippine 
Constabulary, who recently seized the steamer Victoria 
in the Island of Mindanao and started with her on a 
piratical expedition, were attacked a few nights later off 
the Island of Negros by six Filipino members of the 
ship’s crew, and that Johnson was killed at once, Her- 
mann was stabbed in the neck and a native deserter 
named Fuentes was also stabbed. Hermann fought 
ferociously and killed four of the attacking party at the 
closest range. The struggle took place in a narrow boat 
and the remaining two of the attacking party, who were 
covered with blood, jumped overboard. It is not known 
whether they escaped or were drowned. In the meap- 
time Hermann bandaged his wound and navigated the 
boat to shore. There he abandoned the craft and es- 
caped to the mountains from a point near the former 
Janding place of the pirates at Bayauan. From there he 
sent his carbine to the presidente by a friendly native 
and then disappeared. He was last seen October 10, 
when he was suffering severely from his wounds. The 
constabulary recovered the boat, a rifle, two revolvers 
and a portion of the stolen money. They also found 
Johnson's body in the heap of dead sailors. ‘The de- 
serter Fuentes, who had been stabbed, was still alive 
when the constabulary arrived on the scene. The body 
of Johnson was buried on Oct. 7 by the villagers of 
Nabalao. It is expected that Hermann will be captured 
soon, Hermann, one of the fugitives, who had 
recenily been appointed a captain of the constabu- 
lary, was formerly an enlisted man in the 9th 
U.S. Infantry and was highly regarded by the officers 
of that regiment. Johnson was formerly an enlisted map 
in the 11th U.S. Infantry and was also well thought of by 
his commanding officer. Hermann enlisted in the Army 
in Philadelphia and Johnson enlisted in Moosic, Pa. 
Both had been in the Philippine Constabulary about two 





years. They were accompanied in their flight on the Vic- 
toria by a corporal and a private of the constabulary. 

Bight ladrones, convicted in Manila of highway rob- 
bery, have been sentenced to be hanged. Two others, on 
account of extreme youth, were sentenced to twenty-five 
years’ imprisonment. A band of ladrones raided the 
town of Ibajay, on the Island of Panay, and killed thir- 
teen peasants. 

Lieutenant Velasquez and thirty of the constabulary 
were attacked recently by 500 head hunters of Nueva 
Viscaya, and lost two men, after killing fifty-three and 
wounding a large number of the head hunters The enemy 
were armed with rifles and bolos. Velasquez’s men are 
reported to be suffering from disease similar to cholera. 


The customs authorities of Manila have unearthed a 
scheme whereby large numbers of Chinese have been 
brought into the Philippines on fraudulent certificates is- 
sued by certain consular employes at Canton and Shang- 
hai. Those implicated are said to have netted large 
sums from the issue of fraudulent certificates. John ‘1. 
Miller, former Inspector of Immigration, is under arrest, 
and a warrant has been issued for Inspector W. D. Bal- 
lantyne, who is now in China. Among the papers se- 
eured by Collector Shuster was the contract which is 
signed by Miller and Ballantyne regarding a division 
of profits. 

Ninety-eight Filipino students sailed from Manila Oct. 
10 for Hong Kong, whence they will proceed to the 
United States. They will spend the winter in Southern 
California schools. Later they will go to the St. Louis 
exposition and will then be distributed among various 
colleges. Their expenses will be paid by the Government, 
and the plan is widely appreciated as a powerful exam- 
ple of American beneficence. 

Moses T. Barlow, second lieutenant, Philippine Scouts, 
has been promoted to first lieutenant; Sergt. Major 
James J. Murray, 11th U.S. Inf., has been appointed 
second lieutenant of Scouts. Lieutenant Barlow got his 
commission from sergeant, Company D, 16th Infantry, 
June 27, 1901. He was granted three months’ sick leave 
with permission to visit the United States, Sept. 5, 1901, 
and returned to duty, March 3, 1902, when he was de- 
tailed as commissary at Cauayan, Isabela, in addition to 
his duties with the 25th Company of Scouts. Lieuten- 
ant Murray has about twenty years’ service in the Army, 
He was highly recommended by his commanding officers. 

William T. Butler has been appointed third lieutenant 
of the Philippine Constabulary. He has reported to the 
chief supply oftticer for duty, pending assignment. Lieu- 
tenant Butler served with Troop F, 6th Cavalry, and 
was honorably discharged as corporal a few weeks agu. 

Mail advices from Manila bring the following personal 
notes: Governor Taft gave a handsome dinner at the 
Malacanan Palace on the evening of Aug. 31, in honor 
of Major Gen. James F. Wade, U.S.A., Division Com- 
mander. Among the twenty guests were the following 
officers, al of the Army: Brig.

Major Alfred E. Bradley, Med. Dept., U.S.A., has re- 
turned to Manila after a month’s sick leave, which he 
spent in Japan. Major Bradley’s friends will regret 
to learn that his health is still far from satisfactory. 

Major James B. Houston, Pay Dept., U.S.A., was the 
guest of honor at a farewell banquet given by the mem- 
bers of the Pay Corps stationed in Manila at the Army 
and Navy Club on the evening of Aug. 27. The other 
guests included the following officers, all of the Army: 
Majors George R. Smith and Webster Vinson, and Capts. 
Harry B. Chamberlain, Amos H. Martin, Guy Carleton, 
Isaac Erwin, Hervert S. Whipple, Timothy D. Keleher 
and Bradner D. Slaughter.

RECENT DEATHS. 

In the death of Paymaster Jonathan Quincy Barton, 
U.S.N., retired, recently noted in the Army AND Navy 
JOURNAL, the Navy loses a good officer, the world loses 
a most admirable gentleman, and a wide circle of friends 
lose a genial companion.

COURT-MARTIAL OF CADETS. 
G.O. 33, OCT. 9, 198, WAR DEPARTMENT. 

This order publishes the proceedings of a G.C.M., which 
convened at West Point, N.Y., and of which Capt. James 
Kk. Thompson, 15th Inf., was president, and Capt. Rich- 
mond P. Davis, Art. Corps, was judge advocate, for the 
trial of Cadet James Gordon Steese, 3d Class, U.S.M.A. 

Charge 1. “Conduct unbecoming an officer and a 
gentleman, contrary to par. 149, Regulations for the 
U.S.M.A,” 

Charges II., III. and IV. “Conduct to the prejudice of 
good order and military discipline, contrary to pars. 
104, 152 and 132, Regulations for the U.S.M.A” 

The specifications allege that Cadet Steese wrote an 
ofticial letter to the Adjutant of the Military Academ 
on July 4 for permission to go to Newburg to dine wit 
friends which letter it was charged was deceitful and 
misleading, and was made with the intention to give 
the authorities of the Military Academy an impression 
that he had received a bona fide invitation to dine at 
Newburg, whereas, in fact, the invitation was a letter 
from a person connected with a public hotel which hada 
been sought and procured by Cadet Arthur Robert Calvo, 
3d Class, and was intended to enable him (Cadet Steese’ 
ty» accompany and dine with Cadets William A. Ganoe 
und Arthur Robert Calvo, 3d Class. 

Che specification also alleged that Cadet Steese visited 
a public bar at Newburg, that he was drunk in uniform 
there, and also at West Point on July 4, and that he 
sed tobacco. 

He was found “Guilty” of the first and second charges. 
“Not guilty” of the third, and “Guilty of the fourth, and 
the court sentenced him to dismissal. 

President Roosevelt, under date of Oct. 9, upon the 
recommendation of the Superintendent of the Military 
Academy, as concurred in by the Acting Secretary of 
War, commuted the sentence so as to require Cadet 
Steese to be suspended without pay until Aug. 28, 1904. 

Cadet William A. Ganoe, 3d Class, was tried by the 
same court, the charges and specifications being exactly 
the same as those in the case of Cadet Steese. 

Cadet Ganoe was found by the court “Guilty” of all 
four eharges and sentenced to dismissal. President 
Roosevelt in reviewing the proceedings, as in the case 
of Cadet Steese, upon the recommendation of the Sup- 
erintendent of the Military Academy, as concurred in by 
the Acting Secretary of War, commuted the sentence sn 
as to require Cadet Ganoe to be suspended without pay 
until Aug. 28, 1904.

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13TH CAVALRY IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


Santo Tomas, Batangas Province, Aug. 25, 1903. 

It is less than four weeks since this regiment landed 
in Luzon, and during that time it has made three moves. 
The original station of Troop L, K and M were at Taal, 
Binan and Balayan, all located on or near the Gulf of 
Balayan, and particularly pleasant stations, as your 
correspondent noted in his last letter in the Journal, at 
the same time remarking that he feared they were too 
good to hold down. So it proved, and on May 31, after 
a stay of three days, Troops K, L and M folded their 
tents and stole away leaving the 12th Cavalry in posses- 
sion of the pleasant places in which our lives had fallen. 
Leaving Balayan on Sunday and reaching Manila Mon- 
day, the troops did not disembark until the following 
day when they were unloaded in cascoes towed by the 
launch carrying the officers. Although the distance down 
the Pasig river is but fourteen miles, it took all the 
morning to get to Laguna de Bay, owing to the swift 
current of the Pasig. A head wind on the lake de- 
iayed the arrival of Troops K and L at Binan. At 
Calamba M exchanged cascoes and launch for escort 
and Dougherty wagons, and after a cordial greeting 
from the officers and men of Troop A, pushed on for 
Santo Tomas, nine miles south, which the weary outfit 
reached at two in the morning. Major Taylor, Troop I, 
went overland to Lipa, nine miles south of Santo Tomas, 
whence the Major and staff went on to Binan, which is 
twenty-two miles north of this town. Upon our arrival 
on the 5th of June, Gen. Jesse M. Lee, the brigade com- 
mander, visited the post with his aid, Lieut. G. V. H. 
Moseley, and made arrangements for the building of a 
four troop post here. Of this Captain Whitman, 13th 
Cav., Was to be constructing quartermaster, with Lieu- 
tenant Baer as assistant to July 1, after which Lieu- 
tenant Bull was detailed for the place. 

Thinking that the station was permanent, all hands 
ettled down to hard work made necessary by the pro- 
posed enlargement of the post, which, while far from 
ving as delightfully located as Balayan, still is not 
bad. The natives are friendly, no cholera this year, 
though Lipa, Calamba and Santa Cruz, all near, have 
been visited. The nights are cold compared to the days 
which are too hot to admit of any voluntary exertion or 
unnecessary activity. There has been more or less 
cengue fever among officers and men which, while 
iedious, is not dangerous. 

On the 2th of July there was a military funeral at 
the post, one of the native scouts from Ambulong hav- 
ing died the night before in the hospital of tuberculosis, 

disease that plays havoc with the Filipinos. 

At Lipa, where Troop L is stationed, Captain Fenton 
s in command It is at this town that much Jusie, the 
-oft silk material of which our sisters, cousins and 
unts are so fond, is manufactured. 

After the plans for the construction of the four-troop 
post here had been completed and the bases prepared, 
the department abandoned, for the present, the idea of 
the enlargement, and decided on another change of sta- 
tion. As it stands now the stations of the various troops 
re as follows: A and headquarters, Calamba; B and D, 
Pasay; C, Naig; I, Lipa; K and L, Binan; and M, at 
Sento Tomas. In the next distribution the 2d and 3d 
Squadron are to go to Camp Stotsenberg, near Angeles, 
and forty miles from Manila, in Pampanga Province, and 
on the Manila and Dagupan railroad, and the Ist Squad- 
ron goes to San Mateo, ten miles from Manila. The 
change in every way is a desirable one, larger post, far 
Letter climate and not lacking in mail and railroad fa- 
itities. Orders were received to-day saying that Troop 
(, 122th Cavalry, which is to relieve us here, will arrive 
bout Sept. 1, with Captain Hornbrook and Lieutenants 
Van Way and Reagan. That means we will leave about 
Sept. 5 for Stotsenberg, marching overland to Manila 
probably and take the railroad there. That will leave us 
the only Cavalry in this brigade. The fact that the llth 
ind 15th Cavalry are under orders home after a service 
of but eighteen months encourages us to believe that 
the War Department is realizing that longer service on 
the islands is detrimental to both rank and file of the 
regiment and is deteriorating in its physical as well as 
moral health, and also retards its professional develop- 
ment as it blunts mental capacity. Make the details of 
regiments in the Philippines frequent if necessary, but 
make them short ones. If this be done the Judge Ad- 
vocate’s Department will not have its records filled with 
pages of court-martials of officers whose undoing can be 
laid directly at the door of too long a stay in a country 
whose moral, mental and physical atmosphere is de- 
moralizing. 
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FORT RILEY. 
Fort Riley, Kas., Oct. 12, 19%.

Both contests were very one-sided, the visitors never 
having a look in.

Yesterday afternoon the home team crossed bats with 
ihe Chapman aggregation on the home grounds, and 
asily outclassed the visitors in every department of the 
game. Score, 5-1. As soon as the game was finished, the 
football teams of Chapman and the post lined up on the 
new gridiron, in what proved a battle royal, from start 
to finish. The Chapmanites had the advantage in weight, 
ind for the first few minutes of play succeeded by line 
bucking in carrying the ball into Riley's territory. The 
soldiers finally braced up and held for downs, with the 
ball on their 20-yard line. They then turned the table< 
cen their husky opponents, and from the snap of the ball 
beat them at their own game, plunging throuch their 
line for constant gains. Their ends were also circled for 
long gains, and in five minutes of play, without once 
losing the ball. they went across the visitors’ goal for a 
touchdown.

Although carefully watched, he managed to 
his keepers, and made his way to this place by 
way of the “side door sleeper’ route, for the purpose 
of witnessing the maneuvers, according to his version. 
The young man is a native of Armenia and is said to be 
highly educated, having written a short history, of some 
note, on the struggles of his country against the Otto- 
man Empire. His present mental condition is attributed 
te the deplorable state of his native land which is due 
to the murderous incursions of the 1urk. Maledonian will 
be returned to the hospital at Fort Leavenworth for 
further treatment. 

Brig. Gen. J. Franklin Bell visited the post on Wed- 
nesday of last week, returning to Fort Leavenworth the 
following day. The General was here for the purpose 
of looking over the maneuver camp site and to make 
arrangements for the establishment of his headquarters. 
Lieut. C. C. Carson, Art. Corps, returned to the post lust 
week from a twenty days’ leave, spent at 412 Wood street, 
West Lafayette, Ind. Major and Mrs. Coffin of the Ar- 
tillery Garrison, entertained on Friday evening at din- 
ner. Those present were Lieut. and Mrs. Deems, jr., 
Lieut. and Mrs. Casad, Lieutenant Lansing, Mr. Rhai- 
kyoh, Miss Hall and Mrs. Mansfield. 

The weather for the past few weeks has been practi- 
cally perfect, but-now that the maneuver season is ap- 
proaching the real old “maneuver weather” has set in. 
Rain commenced falling last night in a steady downpour 
and still continues with very little diminution. Already 
there is mud in plenty. 

The mother of Lieut. Orson L. Barly, 8th Cav., is 
visiting Lieut. and Mrs. Early, and will remain during 
the maneuvers. 

The pregress on the maneuver camp site has been very 
rapid since the inception of the work, and although 
rather hard pushed at times, the force at work will have 
everything completed according to scheduled time, from 
all appearances. All the side tracks nave been com- 
pleted by the railroad company, giving a complete track- 
age of two and eight-tenths miles, with a car capacity 
of about 275 cars of all descriptions. Both the cinier 
platform and the large wooden affair suitable for the 
landing of heavy and bulky freight have been completed 
and are already in use. The completed spurs are filled 
at intervals with cars which are unloaded as rapidly 
as a large force of men and teams wil! permit. A large 
tent, of the circus variety, has been set up at the plat- 
form near the Quartermaster’s Depot and will be used 
for the storage of supplies, including those of the Com- 
missary Department, from which point issues of rations 
will be made to the incoming troops. Last year this 
was done at the Commissary Depot in the post, but the 
present plan will save time and labor. The contractors 
finished the laying of the water system, 60,000 feet, two 
days before the appointed time and it is working to per- 
fection in all its branches. This will be a vermanent 
system, as the present location of the camp will also be 
permanent. The headquarters camp is practically com- 
pleted, except as regards a few minor details, and will 
be ready for occupancy by Thursday of this week, when 
the Maneuver Division Headquarters will be established. 
Every available bit of ground has been utilized in order 
to make room for the number of troops which will be 
present. 

The Hospital Corps has also been hard at work, and on 
Saturday afternoon its base hospital of one hundred 
beds, an ‘deal establishment, by the way, was completed. 
There will also be three regimental hospitals. The En- 
gineers have completed their pontoon bridge over the 
Kaw, and it is being utilized by the wood contractors 
who are hauling cord wood to the camp from the south- 
ern part cf the reservation. Seven hundred cords are 
necessary. It is not the intention to lay any more ucross 
the Kaw, as !t is thought that this one will suffice. Dur- 
ing the maneuvers, however, it will be necessary to 
throw one over Clark's Creek, in the township south of 
the reservation, as the bridge which was washed out 
by the spring flood has not yet been replaced by the 
county commissioners. The portable searchlight, which 
belongs to the equipment of the Cavalry and Field Ar- 
tillery School, is being repaired and placed in first class 
shape for use during the coming “hostilities... Connec- 
tions with the camp have already been made by the 
Signal Corps system, and the city ‘phone people are also 
installing ‘phones at the different headquarters sites and 
making connections with the post system. 

In addition to Colonel Raspapow of the Russian Lega- 
tion, Lieut. Col. Tederico de Monteverde of the Spanish 
Legation will be present, and Lieut. Colonel Altimira of 
the Mexican army. The latter is now sojourning in Utah, 
and will come direct from that point to this place. 

The grounds of the Athietle Association have been 
placed in excellent condition for the coming games, and 
the facilities offered the contestants will be first class 
in every way. The polo field is as good os could be 
desired. 

Persistent rumors to the effect that a remount station 
was a possibility at this post have at last taken definite 
shape, and acting under instructions trom the General 
Stoff, the local uuthorities are at work on for the 
establishing of such a_ station here. he work is 
being rushed in order that the funds may be made 
available as early as possible. The scheme calls for a 
separate corps of four hundred men, to be picked from 
the mounted organizations of the Army for thelr es- 
pecial fitness for such duty. Geldings will be taken 
while young, and properly trained, and when vacancies 
occur in the Cavalry or Artillery, trained horses will be 
ready to fill them. It is the idea as presented at preserit 
to have four hundred horses constantly undergoing train- 
ing. The station will be in charge of an officer fitted 
for the task and officers, non-commissioned officers and 
enlisted men wil! be picked from the different commands 
for a course of instruction at the station, to cover, prob- 
ably, a period of six months, The plans being prepared 
call for one field officers’ quarters, six double sets of 
cfficers’ quarters, four barracks, capable of quartering 
one hundred men each, eight stables, veterinary hospital, 
and administration building. The site selected is east 
of the post near the Pawnee Flats, where the ma- 
neuver camp is located. 

Major and Mrs. Coffin entertained on Wednesday even- 
ing in an impromptu manner at a rabbit party. Among 
those present were General Bell and his aide. 

The battalion of the %th Infantry, from Fort Reno, 
arrived at the maneuver camp this morning and pro- 
ceeded to pitch their camp in a steady downpour of rain. 
The battalion marched from Wichita, Kas., having come 
by train to that point from their station. They en- 
countered good weather the entire distance until within 
one day’s march of here. when they got it good and 
plenty—end it's still a coming—in the good old maneuver 
style of last year. The squadron of the 4th Cavaliry also 
arrived and went into eamp at the extreme eastern end 
of the camp. Colonel McClernard, who will be the 
Adjutant General of the Maneuver Division, arrived on 
Saturday. while several of the Gereral Staff. who were 
present at West Point, have put in their appearance,

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MILITARY RULE IN COLORADO. 


Assuming the correctness of newspaper reports con- 
cerning the recent clash between the civil authorities 
and the militia authorities of the State, of Colorado, 
there is a curious condition of affairs in that State re- 
sulting from the unwise neglect to properly provide for 
the military forces of the State. To obtain an intelli- 
gent view of the case, it is necessary to go back a little. 
In August last the union miners in Teller county went 
out on strike for an eight hour day. The mine-owners 
immediately requested the Governor to detail troops to 
protect their property, declaring that the local authori- 
ties were either unable or unwilling to do so and that 
many of the men would go back to work if proper pro- 
tection were given to them. A committee appointed by 
the Governor investigated the situation and reported that 
a reign of terror prevailed, although this was positively 
denied by the sheriff of the county. ‘The Governor 
accordingly sent several companies of gfroops to the scene 
of the disturbance. As there were no State funds availa- 
ble for the pay, transportation and maintenance of the 
troops, the mine owners agreed to advance to the State 
the money required for the purposes indicated. That 
effer was accepted and the troops were sent. 

From the hour of their arrival civil processes were 
suspended. Arrests were made without warrants, alleged 
disturbers of the peace were cast into prison without 
process of law, and the sheriff’s request that the prison- 
ers be surrendered to him was denied. Finally an appli- 
cation was made to Judge Leeds, a magistrate of one 
of the local courts, for a writ of habeas corpus in be- 
half of two miners who had been locked in the military 
guard house. When these men were brought into court, 
three hundred troops were posted around the court house, 
two Gatling guns placed in a commanding position and 
sharpshooters placed on the roofs of neighboring build- 
ings. When the matter came to a hearing counsel for 
General Chase contended that while martial law had not 
been formally proclaimed, its existence was implied in 
the Governor’s order commanding the troops to maintain 
order. He held, therefore, that the court was without jur- 
isdiction in habeas corpus proceedings. Judge Leeds 
decided, however, that martial law was not in force, that 
the right of habeas corpus had not been suspended, that 
the prisoners were unlawfully detained and were there- 
fore entitled to their liberty. In conclusion the Judge 
said: “I cannot close without referring to the military 
display connected with the hearing of this case. It was 
offensive to the court, and, in its opinion, unwarranted 
and unnecessary. Nevertheless, I have tolerated it be 
cause it was by the National Guard, and if I had insisted 
upon its withdrawal a conflict would surely have arisen 
with the entire National Guard of the State upon one side 
and a mere posse comitatus on the other. I trust that 
there never again will be such an unseeming and unnec- 
essary intrusion of armed soldiers in the halls and about 
the entrance of American courts of justice They are 
intrusions that can only tend to bring this court into 
contempt and make doubtful the possession of that 
liberty that is the keynote of American government.” 

General Chase in response commanded his men in a 
loud voice and in presence of the court to fall in with 
their prisoners and march them back to the guard house. 
To this Judge Leeds submitted in silence, but only be 
cause the court room was packed with friends of the 
prisoners whom a word from the bench might have in- 
cited to a riot. It was not until the next day and under 
an imperative command from the Governor that the pris- 
oners were set free. This has been followed by the in- 





stitution of legal proceedings by the men who were il- 
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legally imprisoned, in which they claim damages from 
the Governor of the State, General Chase and other re- 
sponsible officers of the National Guard, in the sum of 
$100,000. 

The experiences of Colorado are an illustration of 
what may happen when the enforcement of military au- 
thority is entrusted to men not trained to its exercise. 
As the employment of martial law is analagous to the 
exercise of the right of Self defense by an individual, 
it is difficult to fix a limit to it when the extremity is 
sufficient to clearly demand its exercise But a soldier 
who undertakes to exercise it assumes the very gravest 
of responsibilities and subjects himself to penalties 
against which there is no protection. During the War 
of 1812 Gen. Andrew Jackson declared martial law in 
New Orleans, which was then threatened by the advanc- 
ing British Army under General Packenham. Jackson ar- 
rested a local civil judge who questioned his authority 
and confined him in barracks. When the war was over 
the judge in his turn arrested General Jackson and fined 
him one thousand dollars for gross contempt of court. 
This was a good deal of money in those days, but Jack- 
son had to choose between paying it and going to prison. 
Pay it he did and it was not until thirty years after 
that Congress provided for its repayment with interest. 

There has always been a dispute whether there is any 
authority for the declaration of martial law without the 
action of Congress, it being held by the strict construc- 
tionists that the authority to proclaim it belongs ex- 
clusively to the National legislature. Halleck holds, 
however, that in a case of public danger at once so immi- 
nent and grave as to admit of no other remedy, the 
maxim “Salus populi suprema lex” should form the 
rule of action, and that a suspension of this writ (habeas 
corpus) by the executive and military authorities of the 
United States would be justified by the pressure of visi- 
ble public necessity; if an act of indemnity were re- 
quired it would be the duty of Congress to pass it. Mar- 
tial law “has been resorted to by way of precaution at 
periods of public emergency and danger when the civil 
authorities were apparently powerless to afford adequate 
protection to life and property,” as on the occasion of a 
flood at Chattanooga, March, 1867, when the Post 
Commander, Captain Kline, placed the city under mar- 
tial law by the request of the Mayor. 

A proclamation of martial law is proper and customary 
“though it is not essential when the necessity is im- 
minent.” A suspension of the writ of habeas corpus 1s 
per se substantially a form of such declaration, but the 
mere presence of troops to assist in maintaining order 
does not justify such a departure from the ordinary 
methods of enforcing law. The soldiers are called upon 
tc assist the civil authorities and not to defy them and 
to obstruct the exercise of their authority, as these 
Colorado National Guardsmen appear to have done. The 
Governor’s action in ordering the troops to the scene of 
ihe strike in spite of the sheriff’s denial that any trouble 
existed while it did not exceed his powers, was a step 
of questionable wisdom. But that he should virtually 
lorrow money from the mine owners to maintain the 
troops whom he had assigned to guard their property 
was a serious reflection upon the authorities of the State. 
That arrangement virtually placed the troops, for the 
time being, in the relation of hired men to the mine 
operators, and morally suspended their function of State 
military guardians of the public peace. It was a rank 
perversion of the whole theory and purpose of the Na- 
tional Guard, and far more likely to incite disorder than 
prevent it. The assumption that the mere ordering of 
the National Guard to a given point amounts to a procla- 
imation of martial law was a lamentable display of ignor- 
ance, 

This affair in Colorado is of importance to the whole 
country, for it is just such abuses of military authority 
by ignorant or reckless officers in State organizations 
that nourish the superstitious dread and prejudice with 
which the unthinking are taught to regard every move 
looking to the development of our military resources and 
the maintenance of the national defenses in the required 
tate of efficiency. 





REWARDS FOR MERITORIOUS SERVICES. 


Brig. Gen. Frank D. Baldwin, U.S.A., commanding 
he Department of the Colorado, has prepared the draft 
f a bill to provide appropriate recognition and reward 
for officers of the United States Army who may dis- 
tinguish themselves in action or otherwise in the line 
f their profession which he believes will accomplish 
hat purpose in an equitable manner and which he de- 
sires to have submitted to the Secretary of War. The 
Lill proposes that there shall be added to the strength 
of the Army a “Distinguished Service List,” to consist 
of two colonels, seven lieutenant colonels, nine majors, 
twelve captains and five first lieutenants, and that the 
President shall be authorized, on the recommendation 
of a board of officers, to appoint any officer of the Army 
io the next higher grade on the “Distinguished Service 
List” to that held by him in the regular establishment 
It is stipulated that officers appointed to the “Distin- 
xuished Service List” shall have the rank, pay and al- 
lowances of corresponding grades of the regular estab- 
lishment, that they shall hold such office until they 
vacate the same by being promoted in their own branch 
of the Service to the corresponding grade in the Army 
or by further advancement on the “Distinguished 
Service List,” and that they shall be eligible for detail 





on staff duty as now. provided by law for officers of the 
line and for detail, not exceeding two years, with any 
other arm of the Service than that to which they per- 
manently belong. All commanding officers witnessing 
or having knowledge of particularly conspicuous, gal- 
lant or meritorious conduct on the part of any officer of 
their commands are required to report tue same to the 
Commanding General in the field or the Department 
Commander, whereupon the matter shall be brought be- 
fore a board of three officers consisting of the Command- 
ing General in the field or the Department Commander, 
the Adjutant General and the Inspector General of his 
command, together with a recorder. The board shail 
investigate the circumstances of the particularly con- 
spicuous, gallant or other meritorious conduct and sub- 
nit a report in writing with their recommendations direct 
to the Secretary of War for the information of the 
President. It is also provided that in case of two or 
mure recommendations by the same or separate boards 
the same officer may be advanced on the “Distinguished 
Service List’ one grade for each recommendation so 
made not exceeding two grades in all. The fourth sec- 
tion of the bill specifies that the provisions of the 
measure shall apply to officers who have been com- 
mended in official reports for particularly conspicuous, 
gallant or meritorious conduct during the Spanish- 
American War, the military operations of the Army in 
the Philippine Islands, the Relief Expedition in China, 
or the military occupation of Cuba or of Porto Rico. 








JAPAN AND RUSSIA. 

While none but an observer with supreme confidence in 
his own prescience would undertake to say that war be- 
tween Russia and Japan is beyond the range of. proba- 
bility. there are certain facts of the situation which are 
encouraging to the hope of peace. To begin with, the 
conservative statesmen of Japan who have been the real 
leaders of her modern progress are almost to a man 
opposed to war. Katsura, the head of the present cabi- 
net, Yamagata, the head of the army, Ito, leader of the 
Conservative party, and Okuma, leader of the Liberal 
party, are all safe and trustworthy counsellors whose 
intiuence will be exerted in behalf of peace. These leaders 
were all educated abroad; they have no fanciful notions 
as to Japan’s military strength and they know that in 
spite of her very great progress in adapting herself to west- 
ern arts and methods, the masses of her populationare still 
Orientals in habit and custom, and would, therefore, be 
seriously handicapped in a military clash with a more 
advanced nation. Moreover, Japan’s material condition 
is such as to discourage the suggestion of war. A long 
period of prosperity has been succeeded by a period of 
general industrial depression. Enterprise has halted, 
taxation to support an ambitious policy of naval ex- 
pansion has become exceedingly burdensome, and the 
national credit is such that a loan of the large propor- 
tions that war would require could probably not be 
raised except on terms that would be almost ruinous. 
What Japan needs is peace and a continued expansion 
of industrial energy rather than a forced and costly ag- 
grandizement of military power. Nor is Russia in posi- 
tion to profit from war with Japan. She might be glad 
of an opportunity to assert her influence on the Eastern 
coast of Asia if she cOuld do so without jeopardizing her 
interests in other parts of the world, but a conflict with 
Japan would seriously impair her importance as a 
factor in determining the Macedonian problem and might 
actually prevent her from acting decisively in the chang- 
ing affairs of the Turkish Empire. A Russo-Japanese 
war, requiring the employment of the Czar’s military 
force in Eastern Asia, would give Austria and Germany 
a golden opportunity to enlarge their prestige and in- 
fluence in Macedonia and Bulgaria; it would enable 
Great Britain to reassert herself in Turkey more vig- 
orously than she has done in twenty-five years, and final- 
ly it would compel Russia to disclose definitely to 
Europe and the United States her purposes regarding 
Manchuria and Corea—which is exactly what she does 
not want to do at this stage of the game. It will be seen, 
therefore, that under existing conditions, war is hardly 
desirable, either to Russia or Japan. The problems con- 
fronting Russia in Southern Europe and Eastern Asia 
are so tremendous that she cannot make war for one 
without grave danger of losing her stake in the other, 
and as for Japan, she has so over-taxed her material 
energies with the burdens of her great enterprises of in- 
dustrial and naval expansion that war at this time with 
a first class European power would be little short of 
madness. 

The story of the growth of Japan’s naval power is told 
in the North American Review by Mr. Archibald 8. 
Hurd, who believes that it is destined to give Japan a 
supremacy in the Far East, almost as indisputably, all 
factors considered, as the supremacy of Great Britain 
in the Far West. As Russia despatches ships-of-war in 
increasing numbers to the Far East to support her diplo- 
macy, so Japan will spend and be spent in thé deter- 
mination to be ready for the struggle which a large sec- 
tion of the people regard as inevitable. At the time of 
the war with China, the whole fleet of Japan displaced 
only about 30,000 tons; to-day the aggregate displace- 
ment is over 250,000 tons, consisting of 6 first-class bat- 
tleships, 1 second-class battleship, 2 coast-defence ves- 
sels, 6 armored cruisers of the first class, 10 protected 
cruisers of the second class (with 2 building), 8 protected 
cruisers of the third class (with 1 building), 9 unpro- 
tected cruisers, 1 torpedo vessel, 17 torpedo-boat des- 
troyers (with 2 more building), and 67 torpedo-boats 


(with 18 others in process of construction). When they 
began the Japanese knew so little about navigating a 
steamboat that when one was presented to the Emperor 
by Queen Victoria, they succeeded in getting it going, af- 
ter some instruction, but had to let it run around in a 
circle until the fires were out, as no one on board knew 
how “to stop the blamed thing.” But the Japanese are 
sailors by instinct and Japan’s two million fishermen 
provide excellent material for the navy. The war with 
China showed Japan the value of a navy and she is re- 
solved never again to be put in the position of having 
the spoils of victory wrested from her as they were by 
Russia at Port Arthur with the help of Germany and 
France. Out of the spoils of her fight—for Japan re- 
ceived a heavy indemnity from China—the victorious 
navy has been rebuilt, while the personnel has been 
doubled. Now the program which was outlined at the 
conclusion of hostilities has been completed, and it has 
been agreed to raise a loan with which to carry out an- 
other, the construction of the ships being spread over a 
period of six years. “Already her arsenals have pro- 
gressed so far that they are capable of building protected 
cruisers and torpedo craft, destroyers as well as torpedo- 
boats. Soon the gun-factory and armor-plate factory, 
now being established, will be ready to begin work; and 
then the day will have dawned when Japan will bid fare- 
well to all those Europeans, especially Englishmen, who 
have helped her to acquire all the expensive accessories 
of a great lower with a voice in the councils of the 
world.”

With the appointment by President Roosevelt of three 
commissioners including Col. Oswald H. Ernst, Eng. 
Corps, U.S.A., to act in behalf of the United States 
in co-operation with a similar body representing Great 
Britain to investigate the question of water routes from 
the Great Lakes to the Atlantic Ocean, the first step 
has been taken in one of the most colossal enterprises 
ever proposed on the American continent. The authority 
for the President’s action is contained in the last River 
and Harbor bill. The commissioners are particularly 
required “to report upon the advisability of locating a 
dam at the outlet of Lake Erie.” The British members 
of the Commission have not yet been named, but the 
invitation to appoint them has been formally accepted 
and it is announced that they will be designated within 
the present month. The project which this commission is 
charged to examine is so vast, not only in its bearing 
upon the inland commerce of the North American conti- 
nent, but in its possible effect upon the political relations 
between the United States and Canada, that its serious 
consideration by a body of official experts representing 
the two governments directly concerned, becomes a matter 
of international interest. The enterprise is worthy of 
the audacity of Anglo-American genius in engineering 
and construction. Who knows, indeed, but that a neutral 
canal affording safe transit for the largest ships between 
the Great Lakes and the sea, would afford the final solu- 
tion for all controversies between the United States 
and Canada? For it is true of canals as of seas, that 
“they but unite the nations they divide.” The idea of 
an International Commission to inquire and report upon 
the effect of the diversion of the waters of the Great 
Lakes, originated several years since with the Hon. 
Andrew H. Green of New York, who has for nearly 
twenty years, from its organization, been a member of 
a Commission of the State Reservation at Niagara Falls. 
Mr. Green has been observant of the schemes for these 
diversions at Niagara and all along the lakes with the 
United States and Canada. He was in communication 
for some years with national and State officials respect- 
ing the importance of creating such a commission, and 
prepared and fostered at much time and labor legisla- 
tion to that end, which was finally accomplished. Of 
course, both nations must be represented to be of any 
avail. It would have been well if Mr. Green had been 
appointed on this commission, as he is already thoroughly 
informed as to the work it is to do.

Rear Admiral Royal B. Bradford, Chief of the Bureau 
of Equipment, has finally selected the new designs for 
the china to be used on board vessels of the Navy. In 
every respect the china will be more artistic and of a 
better quality than that now in use, and instead of 
being of foreign manufacture will be made in this coun- 
try. For flag officers’ mess the china will be white, 
with coin gold band on the edge and a pin line in blue 
color under the gold band. There will be a pin line of 
coin gold on the shoulder of the plates, and the seal of 
the Department of the Navy, with two stars, all in com 
gold. The handles of the cups will be in coin gold, as 
well as all handles of other pieces, including such as 
may be indicated by embossed work. The china for the 
captains’ mess will be the same as that for flag officers’, 
except the two gold stars on the sides of the sea! will be 
omitted. For the wardroom mess the china will have a 
pin line in coin gold 1-16 of an inch from the edge and a 
pin line in blue under the pin line of gold. _ Instead of 
the seal of the Navy the china will be decorated with a 
foul anchor in coin gold. The spiked handles on the 
cups will be of coin gold. For the junior officers’ mess 
the china will be decorated with a reef knot in blue and 
a coin gold band in center of the rim, broken by the reef 
knot. The cup handles will be in coin gold. The china 
for wartant officers’ mess will have no emblem, but will 
have a cable border in blue in the center of the rim, 
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INSPECTOR GENERAL’S REPORT. 


The annual report of the Inspector General of the 
Army, Brig. Gen. G. H. Burton, shows on the whole a 
satisfactory condition of things in the Army and one diffi- 
cult to reconcile with the statements concerning the in- 
crease of desertions. These appear to have been heavy 
at a number of posts, although some organizations have 
reported very few or none. The Army has lost an aggre- 
gate of six full regiments by desertion and there is an 
increase of 37 per cent. in the percentage, or from 4.3 
to 5.9 per cent. Sixteen organizations stationed at Fort 
Meade, S. Dak.; Fort D. A. Russell, Wyo.; Fort Grant, 
Ariz.; Fort Flagler, Wash., and Fort Stevens, Ore., had 
an average of aimost 19 desertions per organization. 
Whenever the inspection reports showed desertions in ab- 
normally large numbers, attention was drawn thereto 
with a view to special investigation. Complete desertion 
statistics for the year are not yet available. For the 
two preceding fiscal years the figures for the Regular 
Army are:

It is proposed that each case of desertion be investi- 
gated by a board, as it is believed that valuable informa- 
tion could be obtained from the associates of the men 
who deserted. ‘The principal causes for desertion in the 
Department of Texas are the lack of amusements and 
recreation at isolated frontier posts, the close proximity 
of the posts to a foreign country affording a near and safe 
retreat for deserters, and the abolition of the canteen. 
The best preventive of desertion would be to remove 
the two years’ limitation as to trial, and provide a 
penalty of confinement at hard labor for not less than 
three and not more than five years in a military prison, 
similar to the one formerly at Fort Leavenworth. The 
guard houses at a large number of posts are inadequate ; 
the system of post prisons is unsatisfactory and demoral- 
izing and increases guard duty. The establishment of 
a military prison in the middle West is recommended. 

Guard duty has been severe, 50 per cent. of 127 posts 
giving privates less than the six nights in, provided for 
by Par. 32, Manual of Guard Duty; 28 per cent. of 
them less than five nights, and 11 per cent. less than 
four nights. The details are given in the table following:

The Company mess system which prevails at all but 
about a dozen posts in the United States is satisfactory. 

The general messes are unpopular and should be abol- 
ished, using the large mess halls for ingtruction, gymna- 
siums, post exchanges, etc. Post exchanges should be 
put in charge of retired officers of approved business 
capacity, who should have the full pay of their grades. 
The exchanges require the active scrutiny of an officer 
who has no other care on his mind. Of 64 posts in the 
United States, Alaska, Porto Rico, Cuba and Honolulu, 
14 have no post exchange, and at the other 50 the ac- 
commodations are generally unsatisfactory. At a few 
posts suitable buildings are being constructed. Only eight 
of the 94 posts in the Philippines have exchanges. It 
is believed that a well-regulated post exchange and a 
thoroughly equipped gymnasium would accomplish more 
toward contentment and discipline in the Army than al- 
most anything the Government can, under the law, ac- 
complish, 

The supplies furnished by the various departments are 
reported satisfactory on the whole. There is complaint 
of the quality of the hats, but an improved hat is to be 
furnished with a strap or cord. The multi-colored ser- 
vice uniforms are generally objectionable and a few posts 
report poor shoes and rubber-boots and misfit muslin 
and chambray shirts. <A sufficient supply of woolen 
clothing should be kept on transports to provide for 
troops crossing the Pacific during periods of unusual 
frost. There is more or less irregularity in supply of 
fresh meat and vegetables in the Philippines. Cold 
storage is needed. Supplies for Alaska should leave Se- 
ttle on the first boat of the season’s navigation—last of 
May or first of June. The forced issue of emergency ra- 
tions in garrison should be discontinued. The present 
scout ration is inadequate. The scouts should have the 
regular ration with some modification in the fruit and 
vegetable components. They need a smaller shoe. 

The instruction of the Army has made rapid strides 
during the year. Improvement is shown in the curricu- 
lums of the special schools, in the technical instruction 
for Coast Artillery, in small arms firing regulations, in 
target ranges and in the stimulus given to rifle competi- 
tions. Instruction under A.R. 257 has been invariably 
carried out, so far as the conditions and facilities have 
permitted. But there are reports showing no small arms 
target practice for want of a range; no artillery target 
practice for want of guns, or because the harbors are 
landlocked; no gallery practice for want of a gallery: 
limited drills for want of suitable drill grounds, or drill 
halls in winter: physical training imperfect for want of 
a gymnasium, These disabilities have been in a measure 
overcome by energetic post commanders who have shown 
what business energy and hearty co-operation can accom- 
plish with little, if any, expense to the Government, 
such as the construction of target ranges, improvising 
of means for artillery practice, amusements for the en- 
listed men, ete. 

Considerable concentration of troops has been effected 
during the year in the Philippines with very beneficial 
results; but many of the stations there are yet garrisoned 
by a single company or troop or detachment, thus pre- 
cluding battalion or squadron, or higher formations, for 
drill or other military exercises. 

For twenty posts in the Department of the Colorado, 
the Missouri, Dakota and Texas, at which 70 troops of 
Cavalry were serving, the reports indicate a very good 
state of instruction, except at four posts, where, owing 
principally to new horses which were fractious in ranks, 
the drills were only fair. At Fort Clark, Tex., and Fort 
Wingate, N. Mex., marked improvement is observed since 
the preceding annual inspection. An advanced state of 
instruction has been reached at Fort Leavenworth, Kas., 





and the two squadrons at Fort Meade, 8S. Dak. At a 
few posts mounted exercises were not practicable, either 
for lack of mounts, as at Fort Walla Walla, or for 
lack of trained horses, as at Jefferson Barracks and in 
one squadron at Fort Riley. 

The field artillery drills were satisfactory, and material 
in good condition. It does not appear from the inspec- 
tion reports that there has been any instruction during 
the year in swimming horses by the Cavalry and Field 
Artillery commands. 

Drills of the coast artillery revealed, as a genera! rule, 
satisfactory progress. At some posts a commendable de- 
gree of efficiency was reported; but in several commands 
a large number of men were deficient in knowledge of 
nomenclature of guns and carriages, showing a necessity 
for more careful instruction of this nature. The In- 
fantry drills of a large number of Coast Artillery com- 
panies were only fair. 

The drills and exercises of the Infantry commands 
showed, in general, a degree of efficiency commensurate 
with the character and amount of instruction given, 
which, as a rule, has been as complete as the conditions 
and facilities seemed to warrant. The need of thorough, 
systematic and progressive instruction, especially in bat- 
talion and regimental drills, minor tactics, etc., for all 
troops after returning from the Philippine Islands is well 
understood. The companies, battalions and regiments 
that had been at the home stations for some time were 
generally in excellent condition, and in several instances 
won commendations from the inspectors for the profi- 
ciency which they displayed. 

The company and battalion drills of the 1st Battalion 
of Engineers at Fort Leavenworth, Kans., were excellent. 


This battalion was reported in excellent condition 
throughout. The Signal Corps is in an excellent state of 
efficiency. 


The guards are regularly detailed and mounted, and, 
with few exceptions, were found to be well instructed. 
The countersign did not seem to be very generally used. 
Under existing regulations the commanding officer de- 
termines whether it shall be used or not. 

More books, and these modern books, are needed for 
the post libraries, and they should be provided for by an 
appropriation, there being no more post-exchange profits 
to draw upon. The organizations in the Philippines 
have, as a rule, company libraries, but no post libraries. 
A good book to read would certainly help to shorten the 
day, bring contentment, and remove some of the dis- 
tressing conditions that make service over there so trying 
and have led, in some instances, to suicide. 

The remounts received by the Cavalry and Field Ar- 
tillery during the year were, With few exceptions, report- 
ed to be good and suitable. The inspector general who 
made the annual inspection at Fort Riley stated that the 
horses, just received by the 3d Squadron, 8th Cavalry, 
were the best he had ever seen purchased for the Cavalry 
service. The discontinuance of the system of furnishing 
horses to troops without regard to uniformity of color, 
will result in improving the military appearance of each 
troop. 

Good progress has been made during the year in pro- 
viding better quarters, and the sanitary conditions of 
public buildings are generally good. Permanent barracks 
are needed at Honolulu. The use of electricity for light- 
ing posts should be extended. It is suggested that offi- 
cers’ quarters be provided with heavy furniture, such as 
ive chests, sideboards, tables, bureaus, bedsteads, etc. 

The means of transport are adequate and in good con- 
dition. The vessels of our transport service have at- 
tained an excellent state of efficiency and are evidently 
well managed at present. Quartermaster’s depots are 
generally in good condition and well managed. Their 
important needs seem to be few, aside from additional 
storage buildings at Jeffersonville, St. Louis Clothing 
Depot and Schuylkill Arsenal. The need of depots 
at San Juan, P.R., and Iloilo, P.1., is questioned. Sub- 
sistence depots and purchasing stations are in a very sat- 
isfactory condition. The contract dental surgeons are 
doing good work and their charges for gold fillings are 
moderate. The military appearance, dress and equip- 
ments of the Hospital Corps detachments are good, and, 
with few exceptions, they were well instructed in their 
duties. The reputation of the Medical Department for 
furnishing supplies of good quality has been fully sus- 
tained, the unfavorable criticisms in this respect being 
confined to poor quality of quinine at one post and inert 
vaccine virus at another. Of 80 posts inspected outside 
the Philippine Islands only 48 were reported to have 
hospitals that were entirely satisfactory and in good 
condition. Those in the Philippines are not entirely sat- 
isfactory. 

The complaints of ordnance and ordnance stores have 
been remarkably few and these have been promptly in- 
vestigated and a remedy applied. The reports indicate 
excellent military and business administration and 
methods at the arsenals, ordnance depots, and powder 
depots inspected during the year. The ordnance detach- 
ments are well instructed and are kept under proper mili- 
tary discipline. The messing is good, and medical at- 
tendance satisfactory. 

The Philippine Scouts show a progress very creditable 
to their officers and proving the aptitude ot the Filipino 
for military service. Apart from the question of loyalty 
to the United States—and the officers have implicit con- 
fidence in their men in this respect—the uneertainty 
as to the future status of these organizations seems to be 
the only obstacle in the way of their ultimate success. 
Each company should have three officers, regimental or- 
ganization should be authorized, and the door of promo- 
tion opened to officers and deserving enlisted men. Mod- 
ern arms should be issued to the native troops, especially 
the Macabebes and Ilocanos, and each organization should 
be furnished with a dozen bolos. 

The recruiting officers are giving close attention to 
their duties. In all, 83,362 persons applied for enlist- 
ment ; 15,334, or 18.39 per cent, were accepted and 68,028. 
or 81.61 per cent. rejected. Compared with last years’ 
figures of about 28 per cent. accepted and 71 per cent. re- 
jected, the figures for this year show a marked change 
in percentages, the ratio of rejected to accepted increas- 
ing from 2.5 to 1 to 4.4 to 1. Of the accepted applicants, 
13,472, or 87.85 per cent., were of native, and 1,862, 
or 12.15 per cent., of foreign birth. The corresponding 
percentages for last year were about 86 and 13, re- 
spectively, showing an increased proportion of enlist- 
ments for the native element, the ratio of native to for- 
eign born being 7.2 to 1 for this as against 6.6 to 1 for 
last year. 

The amount of public property condemned has been 
unusually large. The withdrawal of troops from Cuba 
and Porto Rico has led to a marked decrease in blind- 
ness in public animals. 

There is a healthy growth in the military feature at 
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institutions haying military professors. Nearly all offer 
prizes for proficiency in military work, and 49 out of 74 
make it necessary to a diploma. The graduation from 
the military department was 1,647. 
be furnished with the modern rifle in place of the 45 
Springfield. There were 120 practice marches, with 2,64 
cadets participating and 13 colleges had encampment 
of from four to twelve days. Target ranges are pro. 
vided at 35 colleges. 

A minute inspection of the Soldiers’ Home showed ey- 
erything to be in excellent condition there. 





REPORT OF PAYMASTER GENERAL, U.S.A. 


In his report for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1908, 
Brig. Gen. Alfred E. Bates, Paymaster General, U.S.A, 
accounts for $43,645,959.56, of which $3,835,411.47 con- 
sists of funds deposited to the credit of the United States 
Treasurer, $1,119,296.08 consists of Army paymaster’ 
collections similarly deposited and $5,320,647.19 consists 
of balances charged officers June 30, 1903. The total 
expenditures for the year amounted to $33,370,604.82, 


the principal items of which were as follows: Pay of the 
Army, $32,599,406.48; pay of Military Academy, $38%,- 
833.52; account of volunteers, Treasury certificates, 
$244,752.14; pay of the Army, War with Spain, Treasury 
certificates, $81,763.85. 

General Bates expresses regret that the House of Kep- 
1esentatives, at its last session, failed to adopt the Senate 
provision in the Army Appropriation Bill for the deposit, 
by officers of the Army on the active list, of their savings 
upon the terms provided for enlisted men under the act 
ot May 15, 1872. He adds that it is not necessary that 
the officer should receive the same interest on deposits 
that enlisted men are allowed; 2 1-2 or 3 per cent. would 
doubtless be entirely satisfactory to them, and he recom- 
mends that the Army Appropriation Bill for the fiscal 
year ending June. 30, 1905, include under the heading 
“Pay of Officers” the following: 

“Provided, that so much of sections 1305, 1306 (as 
amended by the act of March 3, 1883), 1307, and 1308, 
itevised -Statutes, as relates to deposits of pay and inter- 
est thereon, is hereby extended to all officers of the Army 
on the active list, but with such provision for repayment 
of said deposits as may be prescribed by the President: 
Provided further, that the gross amount of said deposits 
1 any one year shall not exceed half of the pay of the 
officer for such year, and the rate of interest payable on 
officers’ deposits shall not exceed per cent.” 

Remarking that the law detailing captains from the 
line for duty in the Pay Department has worked aduwir- 
ably, General Bates reviews his former recommendation, 
that instead of the details being made from the captains 
of the line they be made from first lieutenants of the line, 
and the officers so detailed given the rank, pay and allow- 
ances of captains, mounted, during their tour of service. 

General Bates favors legislation that will give genera! 
effect prior to February 24, 1881, to the decision of the 
United States Supreme Court, March 11, 1889, that ser- 
vice as a cadet in the Military Academy should be 
reckoned in computing longevity pay prior, as well as 
subsequent, to the act of Feb. 24, 1881, thus giving to 
the act of July 5, 1838, the construction placed upon it 
by the Supreme Court of the United States. He there- 
fore recommends that the following bill be submitted to 
Congress at its next session: “Be it enacted, etc., I'hat 
in the settlement of claims for longevity pay and allow- 
ances on account of services of officers of the Regular 
Army, arising under the act of July 5, 1838, and amend- 
ments thereof, the accounting officers of the ‘Treasury 
shall, without regard to the lapse of time, credit as ser- 
vice in the Army of the United States, within the mean- 
ing of that act and its amendments, all services rendered 
as a cadet at the United States Military Academy and as 
an enlisted man or commissioned officer in the Regular 
and Volunteer armies, and no settlement heretofore mau 
shall preclude a settlement under the terms of this act, 
and there is hereby appropriated, out of any money 
in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, a sufficient 
sum to pay the amounts found due by the accounting offi- 
cers under the provisions of this act.” 

It is set forth that thus far fourteen States have par- 
ticipated, or given notice that they will participate, with 
Regular troops in maneuvers under section 15, involving 
payments by Army paymasters of twenty-two regiments 
and several battalions, separate companies, and detach- 
ments, and it is probable that during the season more 
than that number will be paid by State disbursing officers 
under section 14. General Bates warmly commends the 
industry and efficiency of the clerical force of his office. 

An interesting feature of General Bates’s report deals 
with the money disbursements on account of the Army in 
the Philippines. In the last annual report of the Pay- 
master General it was stated that between Sept. 26, 1899. 
and Aug. 28, 1902, $12,490,818.04 in cash had been de- 
posited with the chief paymaster, Division of the Philip- 
pines, by Manila banking institutions and others for New 
York exchange. Since the latter to the present date 
$1,794,670 in cash has been so received or a total to date 
of $14,285,488.04. Add to this $28,024.550 sent out by 
Government transports and the total of cash to date for 
the payment of Philippine troops is $42,290,038.04. 








REPORT ON MILITARY ACADEMY. 


In his report for the year ending Aug. 31, 1903, Col 
A. L. Mills, U.S.A., Superintendent of the Military 
Academy, invites special attention to the excellent show 
ing of cadets admitted by certificate as provided by the 
new regulation. It appears, for example, that of the 
thirty-three admitted on college certificates, twenty-one 
proved proficient, and of twenty-eight admitted on high 
school certificates twenty proved proficient—results 
which Colonel Mills pronounces “most satisfactory in 
every way.” 

Health conditions during the year were remarkably 
good, influenza having been virtually the only prevalent 
disease, and while it affected a large proportion of the 
population during the winter, the consequences were not 
serious. Five cases of typhoid fever appeared in the 
spring and while they were not definitely traced to im- 
pure milk, the source of supply was immediately changed. 
All milk has since been pasteurized before being served. 
The efforts to combat malarial fever by destroying mos- 
quitoes have been continued with excellent-results. No 
cases of this fever have occurred so far this summer. 

Colonel Mills reports that the discipline of cadets, as 
manifested in their conduct and at drill and in military 
exercises and attention to duty, is satisfactory. There 
has been no relaxation of the efforts made to enforce 
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the regulations concerning hazing, and it is a pleasure 
to state that no departures worthy of notice from the 
spirit of these regulations have occurred. 

In the matter of cadet allowances and supplies Colonel 
Mills points out that the expenses of cleaning barracks, 
maintaining baths, renewing furniture and providing the 
gas supply, amounting in all to about $21 per year for 
each cadet, should be paid by the Government. A great 
gain would be made if the cadet could be relieved of this 
expense and the amount added to that already reserved 
for his equipment after graduation, which is still in- 
sufficient. Through the efforts of the commandant to 
enforce rigid economy upon cadets in the purchase oi 
supplies there has been a_ reduction of $19.80 
per cadet in the cost of living, the subsistence 
this year averaging 53.85 cents per cadet per day as 
against 59.3 cents for last year. 

Gratifying results have followed the continual policy 
of sending the first class to Gettysburg to study that bat- 
tlefield in connection with their course in the art of war. 
In view of the most excellent results obtained by the 
yisits to the Sandy Hook proving grounds and Watervliet 
Arsenal, the recommendations made in previous reports 
that a modern seacoast fort, with its accessories, be es- 
tablished at the Academy, are not renewed; but in 
place, it is recommended that a battery commander’s 
position-finder station, completely equipped with depres- 
sion position-finder, etc., and with electrical communica- 
tions to the present battery, be installed. 

In view of the increasing value of a knowledge of 
Spanish to Army officers, and noting the fact that in- 
struction in Spanish is given only in the third class 
course, Colonel Mills holds that either provision should 
be made to keep the language fresh in the minds of cadets 
until graduation or instruction should be given in the 
graduating year. It is again recommended that three 
assistant instructors be provided for the department of 
modern language, to be natives of the countries where 
the languages are spoken—two for Spanish and one for 
French. The changes in the curriculum, which took 
place on Sept. 1, 1902, have proved satisfactory, but 
further revision is necessary and is under consideration. 

Conditions at West Point being such that there must 
always be many young children among its residents— 
mostly those of soldiers—a better school than the present 
one is an urgent necessity. The system, now in vogue, 
of employing soldiers as teachers is objectionable, and 
they should be replaced with trained women teachers.

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ENGLISHMEN REVIEW THE CADETS. 

The members of the Honourable Artillery of London, 
who as the guests of the Ancient and Honorable Ar- 
tillery Company of Boston, arrived in that city Oct. 2, af- 
ter a pleasant voyage, received a tremendous welcome. 
All Boston and adjacent towns it would appear turned 
out to greet the visitors, so dense were the streets packed. 
The Londoners will certainly return home with an ex- 
perience of American good will and hospitality, that 
they had never dreamed of. The Honourables numbered 
156, in command of Earl Denbigh. They went from 
Boston to New York, and on October 6 and 7 visited 
West Point, where they were reviewed the cadets. Thurs- 
day they went to Washington and on Friday to Mount 
Vernon. Saturday, Oct. 10, they were received by Presi- 
— Roosevelt, and in the afternoon left for Niagara 
“alls 

At the banquet of the Old Guard to the Honourable 
Artillery Company of London, General Chaffee spoke 
for our Army and said he wished that representatives of 
the military establishments of both countries might 
meet in large numbers oftener on both sides of the ocean. 

In his speech the commander of the Honourables, the 
Earl of Denbigh, said: “I think I may say without dis- 
paragement to our own soldiers that the drill of the 
West Point cadets did us good in every way. It was a 
perfection of drill that we could not have believed unless 
we had seen it. I am told that it is an absolute fact 
that it is the first time a foreign armed force was ever 
allowed on the sacred soil of West Point; therefore, we 
regard it as a special.compliment to pass by those cadets, 
and then to be drawn up and your humble servant per- 
mitted to receive the salute as they marched by with 
that admirable precision which I don’t think could be 
excelled anywhere in the world.” 

Describing the review at West Point a correspondent 
of the New York Sun says: 

“At the end, when the gray companies went flashing 
by at the double time, the Englishmen, who were stand- 
ing at ‘present arms,’ were so carried away by the won- 
derful spectacle that they let their sabres sink this way 
and that and leaned forward and exclaimed in their ad- 
miration. 

“Really, you know,’ said one of them afterward, ‘Ll 
hope you won't misunderstand me, you know, and that 
what I say will not be taken as a discourtesy, but really 
we had a rather mistaken idea of your Army and your 
military establishment.’ 

“Did you think that this sort of thing was representa- 
tive,’ asked the man to whom he spoke, pointing to the 
kaleidoscopic blaze of color which represented the An- 
cient and Honorable Artillery of Boston. The English- 
man’s face got very red indeed. 

“ *Yes,’ he blurted out, ‘I did! But, really, now, old 
chap, I hepe you don’t mind. I know ever so much 
hetter now, you know, after seeing these chaps,’ and he 
pointed to the line of gray swinging back toward the bar- 
racks.” 

The Ancient and Honorable Artillery, of Boston, must 
have felt proud of themselves when they rode up the hill 
at West Point, according to the newspaper reports, while 
their guests from London walked. No doubt Colonel 
Mills would have furnished ambulances and litter bear- 
ers for the fatigued veterans if he had been asked to do 
£0. 

The Honourable Artillery Company of London and the 
Ancient and Honorable Company of Boston arrived at 
Montreal. Canada, Oct. 12, and were welcomed by the 
local militia, under command of Lieut. Colonel Gordon,

COMPLETION OF SHIP REPAIRS. 

A list has just been completed in the Bureau of Con- 
struction and Repair showing the dates of probable com- 
pletion of all the ships now repairing in the yards of the 
Atlantic, Gulf and Pacific coasts. While not complete 
as to dates, it suffices to show the great amount of work 
now in progress in the various navy yards and is a 
striking illustration of ‘& point made a short time ago 
by a high official of the Navy Department, that the pres- 
ent system of summer maneuvers resulted in the over- 
crowding of the navy yards and made it obviously im- 
possible for the ships to receive as careful attention as 
they would if the work at the various yards was dis- 
tributed throughout the year.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Orders have been received to place the U.S.8. Saturn 
in commission at the Puget Sound Navy Yard as soon 
as repairs on her are completed, which it is estimated 
will be about Oct. 24. She will carry merchant officers 
and crew. 

The U.S. collier Leonidas collided with a tow of the 
Cornell Steamboat Company on Oct. 12, on her way*out 
of the navy yard, New York. She ran into the tug Em- 
pire, which furnished the motive power for the tow, and 
they cut off a little more than a quarter of a coal barge, 
which sunk within fifteen seconds. So far as can be 
learned no one was drowned. The Leonidas was bound 
to Norfolk for repairs. When Rear Admiral Frederick 
Rodgers, commandant of the navy yard, heard of the col- 
lision, he wired to Tompkinsville for the Leonidas to be 
intercepted, and for her captain to come to the navy yard 
and make an explanation of the matter. 

The Petrel will be commissioned at Mare Island, Cal., 
as soon as possible, and as soon as her crew and officers 
are on beard will sail for the islands en route for the 
Asiatic Station, it is understood. The Petrel has under- 
gone a thorough overhauling at the Mare Island yard and 
is now in prime condition for a cruise. 

Under orders issued from the Bureau of Navigation 
and approved by the Secretary of the Navy, the collier 
Ajax has been assigned to permanent duty on the Asiatic 
Station for the service of that fleet. It is probable that 
each fleet will be assigned a steam collier for the use 
of the vessels, for it has been found to be considerably 
cheaper to supply coal in this way than to depend upon 
the local market for fuel. By this arrangement éach 
fleet has a coaling station right at hand at all times. 

During the recently completed standardization tests of 
the propellors of the battelship Maine, over the Barren 
Island course, it is understood that the data collected 
were of the most satisfying sort, and the speed of the 
ship can now be ascertained with greater exactness than 
that of any other ship of her class in commission. 

The U.S. battleship Missouri is now ready for her 
trial, and has left the dry dock at Newport News, Va. 
The trial, which will be an official one, will take place 
over the New England course Oct. 21. The battleship will 
leave Newport News Oct. 18, manned by a picked ship- 
yard crew, and with her bunkers full of picked steam 
coal. She is expected to make 18 1-2 knots easily. 


A successful speed trial of the torpedo-boat Tingey 
took place on Oct. 12 on the Barren Island course, under 
severe conditions as to wind and sea, owing to the recent 
storm. In the speed test the boat, it is reported, made 
twenty-five knots, being one knot in excess of contract 
requirements. In the endurance test she maintained her 
steam pressure at 240 pounds throughout the run. The 
trial was conducted by a board composed of Capt. Charles 
J. Train, Capt. L. C. Logan, Comdr. W. C. Cowles, Lieut. 
Comdr. W. S. Smith and Naval Constructor J. J. Wood- 
ward, all of the Navy. The board was satisfied with the 
performance of the boat, and will make a favorable re- 
port on her qualifications to the Secretary of the Navy. 

In her annual target firing H.M.S. Ocean fired 28 
rounds from four 12-inch guns and made 18 hits, and 
from twelve 6-inch guns, with 107 rounds, she made 7% 
hits. From the after barbette Chief Petty Officer Honey- 
well, captain of the turret, in his three-minute run fired 
eight rounds and made six hits, which is a record for a 
12-inch gun in three-minute firing. The Thetis from her 
6-inch fired 20 rounds and made 7 hits and from her 
4.7-inch gun 70 rounds were fired and 33 hits scored. 
The Espiegle, with her six 4-inch guns, hit the canvas 
49 times out of 76 rounds fired.

Bids were opened at the Bureau of Yards and Docks on 
Oct. 10 for a wharf and dredging work at the Puget 
Sound Navy Yard. The award will be made to the Pu- 
get Sound Bridge and Dredge Company, whose bid was 
$80,000. 

The German battleship Hessen, launched at Kiel 
Sept. 18, is of the Braunschweig type of 13,20u tons, and 
is to be armed with the new 28 and 17 centimeter quick- 
firing guns; she will have a length of 121 meters, and 
carry a crew of 600 men. The new German cruiser, 
which is to replace the Zieten, was also successfully 
launched in the Imperial Dockyard at Danzig Sept. 22. 

In an article on the British naval maneuvers in the 
Moniteur de la Flotte, M. Pierieval reports that the per- 
sonnel showed excellent spirit and sound qualities; there 
was a decided advance in the utilization of cruisers and 
the maximum speed of British squadrons proved inferior 
to the trial speed to the extent of four knots. 

A trial of the new turbine Whitehead torpedo was held 
at Caddington Cove, Newport, R.I., Oct. 14, in the pres- 
ence of a board of Navy officers and the inventor, James 
Leavitt, of the E. W. Bliss Company, with highly sat- 
isfactory results. The projectile was tested for direction 
only, the greatest range being 800 yards, and in the sev- 
eral runs upon which it was sent it ran truer and showed 
advantages over the ordinary Whitehead torpedo now in 
use. The board, which consists of Lieut. Comdrs. Wash- 
ington I. Chambers and Walter J. Sears, and Lieuts. 
Frank K. Hill, U.S.N., has been considering the invention 
in secret at the torpedo station. In trials at Sag Harbor, 
under the direction of the board, the new turbine White- 
head made a speed of thirty-five knots for a range of 
800 yards, as against twenty-nine knots, the rate of the 
Whitehead now in service. In a range of 1,200 yards 
the turbine made thirty-one knots. It is stated that in 
other details the turbine has showed marked superiority 
over the service Whitehead. 

A cablegram reached the Navy Department Oct. 14 
from Rio, Brazil, announcing that Rear Admiral Benja- 
min P. Lamberton had arrived there the day previous 
and assumed command of the South Atlantic Squadron. 

After a series of victories, the submarine torpedo-boat 
Moccasin met her match on Oct. 15 at Newport, R.L., 
in the U.S. Navy tug Peoria. When the latter, which 
went out to fight the Moccasin, was sighted, the Moc- 
casin was submerged about twenty-five feet, and made a 
long run to the vicinity of the lightship, where she came 
to the surface to reconnoitre. Several times later she 
dove and rose again, but when she had got within a mile 
of the Peoria she was observed by Boatswain Patrick 
Deevy, of the tug. When at last the Holland boat was 
within four hundred yards Boatswain Deevy ordered a 
6-pounder discharged at her, and the Moccasin, which 
had been judged to be beaten, surrendered in defeat.

Secretary Moody expects to reach a decision early next 
week about the award of the armor contract bids, which 
were opened at the Navy Department a short time ago. 
The Secretary has been in conference this week with Mr. 
Harrod, representing the Midvale Steel Company, Mr. 
Frick, of the Carnegie Steel Company, and with a rep- 
resentative of the Bethlehem Company. The Secretary 
has also conferred with Rear Admiral O’Neil and with 
other naval officers. The question, it is generally agreed, 
is a difficult one to decide. The bids of the Carnegie and 
Bethlehem companies, which provide that deliveries shall 
begin nine months from the completion of contracts on 
hand, would appear to provide an advantage in time over 
the bid of the Midvale company, which caiis for de- 
liveries within twenty months. It should be remembered, 
however, that between them the Carnegie and Bethlehem 
companies have on their hands contracts for 29,000 tons 
of armor and that their joint deliveries have averaged 
during the past year only 913 tons monthly. The Mid- 
vale company has no contracts on hand. The Secretary, 
however, is called upon to decide the question whether 
the Navy Department can afford to risk contracts for ar- 
mor with a company which has never before manufac- 
tured armor for the Government. In the event that the 
armor did not measure up to the standard the completion 
of the ships for which the armor is intended would there- 
by be indefinitiely delayed, and the responsibility would 
fall upon the Navy Department.

Lieut. 8S. Elkan, ot the Ist Battery, N.Y., was in the 
absence of Lieutenant Schmidt, suddenly called upun to 
assume the duties of senior ist lieutenant on Oct. 9, dur- 
ing a dismounted battery drill, and acquitted himself 
in a highly creditable manner. Although a comparatively 
new officer, Lieutenant Elkan, is a close student, and 
alive to the requirements of the military service. The 
battery is now being instructed in standing gun drill, 
saber exercise and physical drill, under the direction of 
Captain Wendel, who corrects any errors as soon as 
they are made, and with beneficial results. 

Company F, Ist Regiment of Infantry, New Mexico 
N.G., Santa Fe, has been mustered out, and will be re- 
organized with the following officers. Jas. H. Nichol- 
son, captain; E. C. Abbott, Ist lieutenant; Manuel R. 
Otero, 2d lieutenant. Troop A, Ist Cavalry, N.M.N.G., 
Las Vegas, has moved into the building directly across 
the street, taking all of the second floor, and all of the 
lower floor except one room. The troop has been issued 
.30 caliber magazine carbines, new bridles, halters, nose 
bags, picket ropes and pins, saddle bags, shelter and 
Sibley tents, new web belts, ponchos, and a new Donovan 
field range, and the troop is now fully equipped for any 
service. Target practice with the new carbines has been 
started one week being put in at the range, the latter 
part of August. The troop is rapidly recruiting and find 
no difficulty in keping the total number of enlisted men 
to the maximum. A new armory will be built by the 
Territory next year, which will place them in quarters 
where no armory rent will be required. 


That there is plenty of room for improvement in the 
Quartermaster’s Department of the New York National 
Guard, when troops are ordeféd into camp, is evidenced 
in an official report from Col. Geo. R. Dyer, command- 
ing the 12th Regiment, on the experience of the regiment 
during its last tour of camp duty. Colonel Dyer, among 
other things in his report, which was made to the Adju- 
tant General, says: “Upon the return of my command 
from Camp Roe, to the Peekskill camp, the post quarter- 
master insisted upon giving us the straw which the 9th 
Regiment had used during their two days of occupation 
of the temporary camp, with some few bales of new 
straw, together a most insufficient amount, they 
having but a little over 600 men. I therefore declined to 
accept any straw, but was utterly unable to convice the 
quartermaster that straw which had been slept upon and 
later on raked over the ground, thereby gathering all 
kinds of dirt, and put away for four days, was unfit for 
men to use as their bedding. I respectfully recommend 
that additional horses and w ns be purchased for the 
Quartermaster Department. t seems unnecessary for 
the State of New York to keep 900 to 1,000 men of one 
regiment waiting until fourteen teams are watered, fed 
and cooled off before that regiment can be rmitted to 
ow to the performance of the duties ordered by the 

tate.”’

NEW HAMPSHIRE NATIONAL GUARD. 


Gen. Geo, D. Waldron, Inspector General of New Hamp- 
shire, in his report on the annual encampment of the 
Guard held last June says: “The percentage of attend- 
ance was not as good as in 1902, although the strength 
of the brigade was less. The average was 1,162, out of 
a total strength of 1,331. The drill periods were mainly 
devoted by the Infantry to battalion and regimental 
drills, with some company and battalion extended order, 
with good results. No Sevance guaee or outpost duty 
was observed. It is recommend that a board of offi. 
cers be convened prior to camp of 1904, for the purpose 
of laying out a problem of attack and defense in minus 
tactics, to worked out one day during the camp. 
The battery and Cavalry made good use of the drill 
periods, and the results obtained could not be other than 
gratitying w the commanders of these organizations. 
Guard duty in the main was very well performed. 
Marked improvement over the armory inspections was 
shown, although instruction of reliefs off post is still 
lacking. The ceremony of guard mounti improved 
from day to day. Evening parades were well executed, 
and mounted muster and evening parade by the battery 
and Cavalry were innovations in this encampment.” 
Major C. L. Masun, A.LG., in his report observes that 
“during the first few days of camp unsightly heaps of 
garbage were in evidence in rear of cook-houses, and 
occasionally vegetables and other refuse from the cook- 
houses were thrown out, which should have been carried 
away or buried. However, when the attention of the 
regimental quartermasters was called to the matter, 
they took steps to see that this nuisance was averted. 
The sinks were filled before the close of the encamp- 
ment either from the too free use of earth or else owing 
to the shallowness of the pits. I heard complaint re- 
garding the mess from but few members of one company. 
The row of mess tents was more uniform and neater 
than 1] have ever seen at camp, still 1 believe the best 
results will not be accomplished, if the National Guard 
are to continue to camp on the State ground, until the 
heey cook-houses are removed and regimental mess- 

ouses erected and rations issued. Quarters were ar- 
ranged according to regulations, and the stables were 
kept neat and orderely. Some companies still continue 
to have far too much impedimenta. The amount of bag- 
gage brought into camp by some. companies is still out 
of all proportion to the length of the tour of duty.”

MASSACHUSETTS V.M. 

The annual State rifle competition of the naval brig- 
ade of Massachusetts, will be held at the Walnut Hill 
range, Monday, Oct. 2. 

The magnificent new armory at Cambridge, Mass., to 
be occupied by Company B, 5th Infantry, Battery B, Ist 
Heavy “eee and Company C, 8th Infantry, M.V.M., 
will be formally opened on Nov. 5 next by a military 
ball. Outside of the East and South armories in Boston 
it is the largest in the State. The Administration huild- 
ing has a frontage of 130 feet and a depth of 59 feet, 
and the drill shed is 20 by 100 in the clear, with a 
spectators’ gallery 89 feet long and 9 feet wide. The 
main building 1s tour stories tn height. The exterior ia 
of red, waterstruck brick; with granite trimmings, the 
bricks being laid in cement colored, to resemble the gran- 
ite. The roof is flat and turreted, the whole structure 
being so built as to command every approach. The in- 
terior is equipped with the most modern appliances. In 
the basement are the reading room, card room, billiard, 
serving and dining room, kitchen, storage room, lava- 
tories, bowling alleys, boiler room and coal bunkers. The 
first floor is finished in hard wood, with open fireplaces, 
large halls and wide staircases. It contains an officers’ 
meeting room, three staff rooms, quartermasters’ room, 
a room each for the adjutants, major and armorer and 
one for officers’ equipment. The second and third floors 
are alike, containing four suites for four com The 
rooms will include one for each company, clothing, stor- 
age, non-commissioned officers, first sergeants, ca; 
lieutenants, bath and toilet rooms. The roof of the drill 
shed is supported by six steel trusses, with dark slate 
root finished in copper.

SHERMAN MONUMENT 


monument erected in Washington in 
of the late Gen. William T. Sherman, U.S.A., 
was unveiled on October 15. The unveiling ceremonies 
were preceded by a military and naval parade which 
passed in review before the President of the United 
States. Lieut. Gen. Samuel B. M. Young, U.S.A., 
was chief marshal with Brig. Gen. William H. Carter, 
U.S.A., as chief of staff, and Col. William P. Hall, U. 
S.A., as adjutant general. The parade was made up of 
two divisions, the first of which, under command of 
Col. Winfield S. Edgerly, U.S.A., commanding at Fort 
Myer, Va., consisted of the 2d Battalion of Kngineers, 
the 37th, 44th and 104th Batteries of Coast Artillery, 
one squadron of the 2d Cavalry, the 4th Battery of 
Field Artillery, a detachment of the Hospital Corps, one 
battalion of marines and one of sailors. The second 
division, under the command of Brig. Gen. George H. 
Harries, N.G., D.C., consisted of the entire force of the 
National Guard of the District of Columbia. After the 
review by the President the troops were massed in the 
rear of the monument and the 4th Field Battery fired a 
salute of seventeen guns. An invocation was offered 
by the Rev. Father Stafford, after which an eloquent in- 
troductory address was delivered by Gen, Grenville M. 
Dodge, president of the Society of the Army of the 
Tennessee. Then the two immense American flags en- 
folding the statue of General Sherman were drawn 
aside by William ‘Tecumseh Sherman Thorndyke, the 
nine-year-old grandson of the famous soldier and the 
Marine Band played the “Star Spangled Banner.” Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's address, a notably patriotic and im- 
passioned effort, followed. Col. David B. Henderson of 
lowa, speaker of the last House of Representatives, 
spoke in behalf of the Army of the Cumberland, Gen. 
Charles H. Grosvenor of Ohio for the Society of the 
Army of the Tennessee, Gen. Daniel E, Sickles of New 
York for the Society of the Army of the Potomac and 
Gen. Thomas J. Henderson of Illinois for the Army of 
the Ohio, all of whom paid lofty tribute to Sherman’s 
character and genius.

Quartermaster General Humphrey, of the Army, under 
date of Oct. 7, has issued the following important and 
interesting circular for the information and guidance of 
all chief and depot quartermasters: “Paragraph 1101, 
Army Regulations, authorizes the sale of fuel to officers 
on the active list by the Quartermaster’s Department 
wherever stationed. In case officers are stationed at 
points or towns remote from the office of the quarter- 
master he will provide them with fuel at their request 
after competition among the local dealers at their places 
of residence by circular letter and award to lowest bid- 
der under the law. In case the officer to be provided lives 
outside of the municipality or reservation in which he is 
stationed on duty he will be provided with fuel in the 
same manner as above, provided, however, that the cost 
of fuel so purchased in his locality does not exceed the 
contract price paid by the quartermaster for fuel in the 
municipality or reservation where he is officially sta- 
tioned.” General Humphrey has also issued the follow- 
ing instructions to all officers of the Quartermaster’s De- 
partment: “In connection with circular from this office 
dated July 20, 1903, the Quartermaster General directs 
that in inviting proposals for supplies and services of any 
kind for this department there be omitted from the ad- 
vertisement and circular of instructions to bidders the 
provision that the United States reserves the right to 
waive formalities in the proposals received.”

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The first years’ instruction at the School for Farriers 
and Horseshoers at Fort Leavenworth has justified the 
enticipations, and as soon as the building authorized for 
the school can be completed the Service will derive a con- 
tinuous benefit from this establishment. It would be 
well for battery and troop commanders to understand it 
is not necessary that they should send experienced horse- 
shoers and farriers to the school, but that they should 
send men of excellent character and aptitude for the work. 
The results of instruction so far tend to show that a 
first class man without previous experience can be 
trained quite as rapidly as one who has been improperly 
taught heretofore. The Army has suffered much in the 
past from ignorant horseshoers and a supply of trained 
men from this establishment will be of great benefit to 
the Service in the future. The two veterinarians as- 
signed to duty at the school have compiled a pamphlet 
for instruction entitled, “The Army Horse in Accident 
and Disease.” The Secretary of War has authorized the 
publication of this pamphlet and it will be ready at an 
early date.

The Official Records of the Union and Confederate 
Navies in the War of the Rebellion, compiled by Mr. 
Charles W. Stewart, superintendent of Library and 
Naval War Records, Navy Department, has now reached 
the sixteenth volume in the first series. This volume 
covers the operations of the South Atlantic Blockading 
Squadron from Oct. 1, 1864, to Aug. 8, 1865, and those of 
the Gulf Blockading Squadron from June 7 to Dec. 15, 
1861. The papers are arranged according to squadrons 
and flotillas, chronologically, and, as far as possible, the 
Union reports of any events are immediately followed 
by the Confederate reports. The volume is illustrated 
by photo-engravings of the U.S. steamers Philadelphia, 
Bibb and Moon by maps of the Broad River and the 
Mississippi River above the passes. There are also a 
dozen pages of interesting illustrations of torpedoes and 
torpedo appliances. The work when completed will be an 
invaluable addition to the history of our Navy, or, as 
we might better say. it will, in itself, constitute a history 
of the Navy during a most interesting and important 
period in its development.

DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 


The Comptroller of the Treasury has been requested by 
the Secretary of the Navy to decide as to whether or 
not Act. Asst. Surg. Hugh T. Nelson, jr., of the Navy, 
who is attached to the naval hospital at Sitka, Alaska, 
is entitled: First, to the ten per cent. increase in pay for 
duty “beyond seas,” as provided for in the Personnel 
bill, as amended by the act of March 2, 1901; second, to 
commutation for quarters in lieu of quarters furnished, 
and third, to the mounted pay as allowed to passed 4s- 
sistant surgeons and assistant surgeons in the regular 
Navy. The Comptroller holds that the word “officers of 
the Navy” as used in the act of March 3, 1901, mean the 
same class of naval officers to which the proviso in Sec. 
13 of the Navy Personnel act applies. It is further held 
that this latter proviso does not apply to acting assistant 
surgeons because they are not a part of the regular force 
of the Navy, and for the same reason the act of March 
3, 1901, does not apply to them. Their pay and allow: 
ances are not. therefore, affected by the provisions of the 
first act. The Comptroller therefore answers all the 
questions asked by the Secretary of the Navy in the 
negative. 

In a letter to Secretary Moody the Comptroller of the 
Treasury decides that 2d Lieut. Edgar Hayes, of the 
Marine Corps, is not entitled to be paid as adjutant at 
the rate of $1,800 a year while detailed as such at the 
Marine Barracks at the Naval Academy. He bases this 
opinion upon a report received from the commandant 0 
the Marine Corps to the effect that the three companies 
of Marines stationd at the Naval Academy have not # 
battalion organization. To entitle the officer to the 
higher pay. the Comptroller says, it is necessary that
